Joint Liabilities Estimated at from 
$2,000,000 fo $5,000,000. 
Full Story of the Opera- 
tions of the Syndicate 
Not Yet Told.

New York, May 5.—(Special.)—In the 
course of a stock exchange day, in which 
the failure $f no less than three firms 
connected with the recent kiting and col- 
lapse of Webb-Meyer syndicate stocks 
was made public, these things, apam from 
the failures, seem to be the chief events: 

The tiding over of a firm closely con- 
nected with Dr. W. Seward Webb; decided 
relief from apprehension early entertain: 
ed by the financial community generally, 
a rather marked recovery in stocks not 
boomed by the defeated manipulators and 
a further slump in these on which their 
hope of fortune was staked. 

The episode which helped as much 48 
any to bring relief occurred at the offiec 
of Webb & Prall, the senior member of 
the firm being the cousin of Dr. Ww. 
Seward Webb. Mr. Prall announced that 
the Rutland railroad preferred stock sH1-1 
by Dr. Webb last June, 12,500 shares in 
all, and still standing in his name, would 
be taken over at 108 for cash by J. W. 
Davis & Co. This J. W. Davis & Co. 
confirmed. The most plausible, though 
an unverified, explanation of this move 
was that the Vanderbilt interest collect- 
ively, possibly Dr. Webb alone, individ- 
‘ually, was taking steps to protect the 
property with which. he was most close- 
ly identified. The 12,000 shares appar- 
ently represent the amount sold to Ar- 
thur L. Meyer and his associates and by 
them used as collateral upon which to 
obtain loans. 

Story Not Yet Told. 

The story of the Webb-Meyer syiidicate 
has not been told in full, and cannot be 
related for the reason that several im- 
portant chapters are missing. Dr. W. 
Seward Webb has denied over his signa- 
ture that there is any such syndicate. 
He also adds that he is not interested 
in the Dominion schemes and that his 
interests are confined to the Rutland 
and St. Lawrence and Adirondacks ratil- 
roads. On the other hand, it is a well 
known Wall street fact that Arthur I. 
' Meyer, of 28 West Seventy-second street, 
carefully nursed the !dea contained in 
the ‘“‘Webb-Meyer Syndicate’ combina- 
tion of names. 

The Meyer speculative fabric wag built 
in the short space of less than three 
years and it collapsed in considerably 
less than three weeks. Up to a few years 
ago Meyer was said to be a real estate 
speculator with interests here and on the 
New Jersey.coast, centering about Long 
Branch. He then became the “right 
hand man” of W. Seward Webb. He is 
the son of Sigmund T. Meyer. There are 
many things about Meyer's manipula- 
tions of these stocks which your corre- 
spondent is not at liberty now to point 
out, but which will come out after af- 
fairs have quieted down. 

Messrs. Forgan, Keith and Reynolds,, 
brokers, all expressed disbelief that any 
other New York bank than the First 
national had been caught in the manner 
mentioned in the dispatches. Wall street 
balieves, however, that quite a large num- 
ber of country banks have discounted 
syndicate papers secured by syndicate 


stock. 
Three Firms Go Under. 

Offenbach & Moore, Henry Bros. & Co, 
and “Lickwood, Hurd & Co. announced 
their suspension in the order named at the 
opening of the market today. The 
amount of their joint: Habilities is various- 
ly estimated at from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000; 
assets unknown, and, in the opinion of 
good judges, a goodly portion are of 
doubtful value. No very definite state- 
ment was forthcoming from the parties 
most interested. 

The day closed with the usual rumors of 
more failures, criminal prosecution and 
the like. The solvency of several financial 
institutions of standing was brought in 
question, but for such rumors. there ap- 
peared to be absolutely no foundation. 

The market was seriously affected by 
the three failures, stocks breaking heavily 
at the outset, but the closing was fairly 
steady. Call money opened at 10 per cent, 
rose as high as 20 per cent and closed at 6 
per cent. 

The failures were directly due to last 
week's serious decline in a number of in- 
dustrial stocks. Two of this group, Rut- 
land railroad preferred and St. Lawrencs 
and Adirondack, are regularly listed on 
stock exchange. The others, includiig 
Dominion securities, Hackensack Mead- 
ows, North American Lumber and Pulp 
and Storage Power are, or rather were, 
more or less extensively dealt in on the 
curb. 

It was an open secret last Saturday that 
two or more concerns were Involved in the 
decline of the Webb-Meyer properties and 
disastrous results were feared. News of 
the three failures came at the outset of 
the day's operations. 

Following the announcement of the fail- 
ures many lots of stocks and a few blocks 
of bonds were bought and sold ‘under the 
rule’’ on the exchange for account of the 
wmnsolvent concerns. Al) told 3,525 sharea

EW YORK, May  56.—Archbishop 
Corrigan died at 11:20 o'clock to- 
night. . 

The death of the archbishop came as a 
great surprise and shock to those in the 
arch-episcopal residence. It was more s0 
to the general public, for the last bulletin 
of the day was that so certain were the 
physicians of an improvement in the con- 
dition of.the patient there would be no 
more bulletins tonight. . | 

About 11 o’clock the trained nurses who 
had charge at the bedside = noticed a 
change. Acting on instructions, the physi- 
clans were telephoned for. 

At the same.time the archbishop’s two 
prothers were summoned to the room, as 
well.as & number of ~ priests. It was 
quickly seen by the physicians that the 
end was at hand and in less than a quar- 
ter of an hour.his grace was dead. His 
last moments were peaceful and without 
evidence of suffering. 

The archbishop was visited during the 
evening by -his\ two; brothers, . Father 
George Corrigan, of Newark,.N. J., and 
Dr.: Joseph Corrigan,:of .Gate City, Fla., 
as well as by the son of the last named, 
Joseph Corrigan, Jr. He-talked with them 
and with his English secretary, Father 
Curley. ; 

.At @bout a-quarter to 11 o’clock the 
nurses noticed that*the archbishop was 
breathing with more difficulty than usual. 
They tried to aid him by restoratives, but 


he did not respond to these. His breathing 


became still more-difficult and it was evi- 
dent he was in great pain. A heart stimu- 
lant was administered, but this failed to 
relieve the patient and the nurses notified 
Father Curley that the prelate’s condition 
was evidently serious and that Dr. Keyes 
should be summoned. 

Father Curley directed the servants to 
call all the priests and relatives of the 
archbishop to the room. Those who came 
vere Fathers Lewis, Murphy, Sarrant, 
Dyer and McAler, of the cathedral parish; 
Father Lavelle, rector of thé cathedral; 
Father Daily, superintendent of -he 
parochial schools; the archbishop’s broth- 
ers, .Father Corrigan and Dr. Corrigan, 
and the latte?’s son, Joseph. 

All reached the room just in time to se3 
the prelate breathe his last. Every one 


stood silently by the bedside watching the 
end and at the very last all knelt to say 
the final prayers as they saw that the end 


had come. 
Dr. Keys had been notified by Father 


Curley,| but] was| unable to reach the 
house until ten minytes before midnight. 
He said that death had doubtless been 
caused by degeneration of the heart and 
weakness resulting from the archbishop’s 
illness. 

Dr. Corrigan, the archbishop’s brother, 
stood by the dying man’s side and watch- 


ef for the dissolution. Al} those in the 
room were repeating the litany for the 
dying and were on their knees. Thus 
they aoe until five vyainutes after ll 
o’clock, Dr. Corrigan bowing his head 
and indicating that the archbishop had 
passed away. “ 

Mgr. Jos. Mooney, the vicar general, 
this morning said the body of Archbishop 
Corrigan will be taken into the Cathedral 
this morning. The funeral will take 
place at 10:30 o’clock Friday morning. The 
body of the prelate will be interred in 
a vault under the high altar of the,Ca- 
thedrai. 


Michael Augustine Corrigan, third arch- 

bishop of the diocese of New York, was 
born in*’‘Newark, N. J., August 17, 1839, 
His parents, who were natives of Ireland, 
were well-to-do and determified to give 
him a liberal. education. 

He first entered St. Marys college in 
Wilmingon, Del., where he spent two 
years. .Then he entered St. Marvs cnl- 
lege at Emmettsburg, Md. He finished 
his studies at.-Emmetsburg in 1859 and 
decided to enter the priesthocd. 

«He went to Rome and became one of the 
twelve students with whom the Ameri- 
ian college opened. Wiile in Rome he 
won many distinctions and was awarded 
medals which were competed for by stu- 
dents from all parts of the world. He 
finished his course, receiving the degree 
of doctor of divinity in 1864, but he had 
entered the priesthood a year before. 

In July, 1864, he sailed for America, and 
on his arrival was appointed to a pro- 
fessorship in Seton Hall college. In lo, 
though hardly 28 years of age, he was 
made president af the college, which was 
then one of the leading Catholic colleges 
in the United &tates. 

On May 4, 1873, he was consecrated as 
bishop of Newark. As ‘bishop he dis- 
played unusual interest in institutional 
and reformatory work. On September 2, 
1880, he was appointed coadjutor with the 
right of suacession to Cardinal Mcwr9s- 
ky, archbishop of New York, under the 
title of archbishop of Petra. 
youngest archbishop, as he had been the 
youngest bishop in the Catholic church in 
America. In 188 he became archbishop 
of New York. 

A profoumi scholar, Archbishop Corri- 
gan, although not a great orator, was a 
most agreeable preacher and never failed 
to impress his hearers, while he never re- 
sorted to any of the customary rhetori- 
cal means for gaining and holding their 
attention. Meanwhile his office was con- 
ducted under conditions and circum- 
stances the reverse of peaceful, being not 
infrequently disturbea oy the most bDit- 
ter ami difficult internal dissensions. 
Through all of these the archbDishop, with 
remarkable tact and judgment, managed 
to steer his course in a way to gain the 
respect of even his opponents. and those 
who Wisliked his public attitude as a mem- 
‘per of the Catholic hierarchy in America, 
On September 21, 1888, Archbiehop Corrt- 
gan celebrated the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his ordination to the priegthood in 
the cathedral on Fifth avenue, New York.

FOR JELLICO COAL FIELDS 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 5.—Giant forces 
are waging warfare for the con- 
trol of the Jellico coal: fields. Opposed 
to each other are the’ Southern and the 
Louisville. and Nashville systems, with 
Chief Engineer Wells in command on 
one side and Chief Engineer Elliot on the 
other. The section is being scoured for 
workmen, and not less than 200 men were 
sent to the scene ‘today. Flaming posters 
announce that all men who will work are 
wanted and local hardware houses have 
been called upon to rush all materials 
possible for railroad building. The Jel- 
lico district will see the opening skir- 
mish of a battle that promises to be 
fought all down the East Tennessee val- 
ley. 

The Southern cannot block the Louls- 
ville and Nashville from entering Knox- 
ville. "It holds the strategic points in the 
mountains, but will direct its efforts to- 
ward blocking the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system out of the coal fields as 
much as possible. The Southern will 
build from Jellico to Cumberland Gap, 
connecting up its lines and. opening up 
a rich coal country. The Louisville and 
Nashville may try to parallel the line 
along the new Louisville and Nashville 
road, known as the Knoxville, Lafolette 
and Jellico. Branch lines are to be built. 


Iteis these the Southern wants to head 
off. The forces are nearly ready for 
work; it may be started tomorrow and 
when it commences the Mvalry will be 
bitter.

Colin McDougall was the 6-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert H. McDougal), 
who resides at the corner of Little and 
Woodson streets. The child died Sunday 
and it has developed that his death was 
due to abuse and tciture inflicted on him 
by five older boys. -

will create a profound sensation. 

The immediate cause of the death of 
little Colin was, it is said, sewer gas 
poisoning. According to statements he 
was forced to go into the mevth of the 
tig Connally street sewer, about three 
blocks from his home; was beaten with 
10cks or some other weapon; Was then 
forced under-the filthy water and held 
there until) he had swallowed gome of the 
deadly poison and was afterwards ridden 
cn a rail in the foul sewer. He was then 
allowed to go, tut was threatened with 
death by his assallants if he informed on 

Soon Caused His Death. 

This revolting «conduct occurred, it !s 
stated, on April 29, last Tuesday. Last 
Thursday the child was taken ill. Three 
days later he was a corpse. 

A mere, inexperienced child, the threats 
upon his life had placed a’ restraint on 
his tongue and until Sunday he had not 
uttered a word to his tormentors. Three 
hours: before his death the little fellow 
realized that he was going to Gie. Know- 
ing thet his assaflants couf® do him no fur- 
ther harm, Colin called his parents,. his 
three brothers, and one or two friends 
to his bedside and made a dying declara- 
tion. He told in detail the horrible 
story, and made known the names of the 
guilty parties. 

The heartbroken father then began to 
investigate and has found evidence cor- 
roborating every detail of his child’s dy- 
ing statement. Several little playmates 
of Colin give confirmation as to the 
names of the five boys, and other wit- 
nesses have been found who saw them 
carry the little fellow to the mouth of 
the sewer. 

It was between? and 8 o’clock of the 
afternoon of April 29 that the child was 
induced to leave his home.. The little 
fellow was greatly attached to his home 
and his pleasure seemed greatest when 
playing aboutt the yard. He appeared to 
have no desire, whatever, to ruin about 
the neighbomood. His playmates were 
®Fveral children about his own age, and 
they found much delight in romping 
about the McDougall home. 

Boys Enticed Him Away. 

Last Tuesday Colin and several of 
‘these playmates were rollicking about the 
premises when there appeared on the 
scene five boys, ranging in age from 10 
to 12 years. They approachd Colin and 
by some means fnduced him to go with 
them. Tney took him to the mouth of 
the big sewei} it is charged, and there 
ensued a series of brutal acts, of which it 
would seem boys of 'that tender age would 
be incapable. According to the evidence 
obtained, the child was forced into the 
sewer and the abuses enumerated heaped 
on him. The boys were not safisfied with 
making him walk up into the sewer 
through a stream of filth, but. rode him 
on a rail and heaped blows’ on his Iittle 
body. 

Frightened by the threats of his tor- 
mentors, the child hurried back to his 
home, but did not breathe a word of his 
experience. In the meantime the sewer 
poison was getting in its work on the 
child’s system and last Thursday he be- 
came seriously ill. A physician was sum. 
monedi, but the diagnosis of the case fail- 
ed to reveal the true facts. The condition 
of the patient was puzzling and the dis- 
ease wag pronounced of a most unusual 
type. In the meantime he grew rapidly 
worse and medical sciencg seemed unable 
to cope with the trouble. 

Finally the illness reached such a be- 
rious stage that another physician’ was 
called in. After a more complete exami- 
nation of all the symptoms the two phry- 
sicians decided that the trouble was 
caused by sewer gas poisoning. An ex~ 
amination was then made of the body 
and on it were dissovered numbers of 
Druises. It then became apparent that 
the child had been brutally treated. 

Made Dying Statement. 


Saturday night and Sunday -he con- 
tinued to sink and three hours before 
death the dying statement was made. This 
story solved the mystery. 

The physicians state that sewer gas is 
one of the most fatal of poisons and in- 
vadeg the system with great rapidity. 
They deciare that its nature is as vén- 
omous asa rattlesnake’s bite and that it 
acted .on the chiki almost the same as if 
he had been bitten Dy such a reptile. 

The body of the child was bured yester- 
day.afternoon. Mr. McDougall stated last 
night that he will decide today what 
course he will pursue in cegiard to the 
case. He says the evidence is conclu- 
sive, aral ft is very likely that he will 
allow. the law to take a hand. The devel- 
opments of today will probably be sen.

STATE COURTS SUSTAINED. 


Important Ruling at Washington in 
a Bankruptcy Case. 

Washington, May 5.—The supreme court 
of the United States today denied the pe- 
tition for a writ of certiorari to the 
United States ctinreuft court of appeals 
for the fifth circuit in the oase of the 
Seymour Lumber Company and others, 
petitioners, v. Thomas J. Carting. The 
case involves the rights of state courts in 
bankruptcy proceedings. The question 
came to the supreme court.on an appli- 
cation for.a writ of certiorari from the 
circuit court of New Orieans, and today’s 
action of the court in refusing the writ 
asked for sustains the contention of the 
state courts.

Twenty-two engines 
were engaged, but they were unable to 
check the flames until the roofs fell in, 
when the danger of a further spread of 
the conflagration was averted. 


CIGAR LEAF TOBACCO MEN. 


President Young Opposes Any Re- 
duction of the Tariff. 

Cincinnati, May 5.—The National Cigar 
Leaf Tobacco Association met in conven- 
thon ‘here today. - Sessions will continue 
three days. There are about one hundred 
delegates present. 

In his annual address President Young 
recommended the adoption of resolutions 
indorsing the Ray bankruptcy bill and the 
dock weight bill. He strongly opposed 
any change in fhe tariff at this time. 
President Young urged the convention to 
adopt aie strong resolution protest#ag 
against any reduction in the present rates 
of tariff on the sole” ground that such 
reduction would destroy the protection 
needed by the cigar manufacturer on his 
high-grade goods and hence would be in- 
imical to the interest of the entire tobac- 
co :ndustry.

DUTCH DISAPPOINTED, © 
BUT QUEEN IS. SAVED 


Hopes for a Happy Event Blasted by Illness from 
Which-Her Majesty Has Been Suffering. 
--An Operation Performed. — 


HE HAGUE, May 5.—"t is a great 
1 . disappointment; but the queen is 

84 * Such’ is “te ‘genera! feel- 
ing regarding the sad event of yesterday 
evening. .The extreme -seriousnss of her 
majesty\s- condition was closely connect- 
ed with theacutely infectious malady 
‘from which she was convalescing, and 
‘this complication involvéd imminent dan- 
ger of her death. The operation necess!- 
tated urider such conditions was perform- 
ed without -difficulty’and without serious 
complications, ‘which often, arise in such 
cases, sypervening. Consequently the in- 
tense anxiety felt throughout the castle 
has been replaced/*to some degree, by 
confidence since the queen’s symptoms 
continue to indicate thatthe danger is no 
longer ifmminent. 

A bulletin “issued at Castle Loo this 
morning is’as follows: 

“As has been feared, the illness from 
which Queen Wilhelmina is suffering put 
an end , yesterday evening to the hopes 
for a happy event, thejrealization whereof 
was expected in September next. 

“All things considered, her majesty’s 
condition is satisfactory at the present 
moment,” 

It transpired that the tirst disquieting 
symptoms in the queen’s condition man- 
ifested themselves during Baturday even- 
ing. An urgent summong was dispatched 
for an accouchear, who remained at her 
majesty’s bedside all night long and then 
summoned Dr. Roesigns, of Utrecht uni- 
versity, who arrived at Castle Loo yester- 
day afternoon. The condition of the 
queen was at that time considered ex- 
tremely grave. The queen mother and 
the prince consort did not leave the bed- 
side. Toward nightfall the patient be- 
came worse and suffered intense pain. 

The most critical time was reached nve- 


| 


tween 11:30 a. m. and 1 p. m., and about 
midnight the doctors announced that the 
accouchement was over, 

This morning’s statement that in spite 
of great pain her majesty’s condition was 
relatively’ satisfactory considerably les- 
sened the anxiety of the queen's relatives 
and attendants. This feeling of relief 
was increased by the departure of Pro- 
fessor Koenwer from the castle and the 
wording of this afternoon's bulletin. 

Berlin, May 5.—Both the heir apparent 
and the heir presumptive to the Dutch 
throne are Germans. Under the law of 
succession in Holland the ruling grand 
duke of the grand duchy of Saxeweimar, 
William Ernest, inherits the crown in the 
event of Queen Wunhelmina dying with- 
out issue. It is regarded as certain that 
he would renounce it, however. 

The next heir to the Dutch throne is 
Prince Henry XXXII, of’ the younger 
branch of the Reuss family. He is 24 
years of age and a lieutenant in the Ger- 
many navy. He is now stationed at Kiel. 

The evening passed quietly at Loo pal- 
ace, but Drs. Roessingh 7nd Pot have re- 
mained at the queen’s bedside. Baron 
Clifford, master of the queen’s household, 
said tonight: 

“Her majesty’s fever has not incréased 
and we are quietly and hopefully awaiting 
the results of a good night’s rest for the 
queen. There is no cause for immediate 
disquietude.”’ A, 

At 10 o'clock tonight her majesty was 
reported to be sleeping quietly and at 
that hour her condition was practically 
unchanged. 

It is no longer concealed that the opera- 
tion which was performed late last night 
was most dangerous and that for one hour 
the patient's life hung by a thread, caus- 
ing the most terrible suspense Even now 
her condition remains precarious and 
everything depends upon the strength 


of the patient’s constitution. 
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Chicago Inter-Ocean: One of the feat- 
ures of the diary of Charley White, the 
old-time negro minstrel, was the history 
of the famous song. ‘Dixie.’’ White 
spent much time in tracing the tistory 
of other songs, and in his diary he gave 
the results of his work. Some of these 
song histories are interesting and a few 
of them are printed below. 

The words of ‘‘Star-Spangled Banner’ 
were written, as every one knows, by 
Francis S. Key during the bombardment 
‘of Fort McHenry during the war of 
‘1812, but the history of the music to 
which they were set is less familiar. 

“The verses,” wrote White, ‘‘were 
printed in ballad form, and scattered 
through the camp on Federal Hill, Bal- 
timore. One evening one of the soldiers 
picked up a copy and read it aloud three 
times, until the entire division was elec- 
trified by its patriotic eloquence, 

“An idea struck Fred Durang, an ac- 
tor, who hunted up an old volume of 
flute music which. he found.in his tent. 
He impatiently whistled tuhe after tune, 
just as they caught his quick eye. 

“One called ‘Anacreon in Heaven’ 
struck his fancy, and riveted his atten- 
tion. Note after note fell from his lips. 
With a laugh and a shout he exclaimed: 

““Boys, I’ve hit it,’ apd fitting the 
words to the tune there rang out for 
the first time the song of ‘The Star 
Spangled Banner.’ 

“Getting a short furlough Ferd and 
Charley Durang sang it on the stage 
of the Holliday Street theater. The mu- 
sic was first published by George Qijilig, 
Jr., of Baltimore. 

“Ferd Durang died in New York in 
1830. I well remember Tom Blakely, an 
actor, saying to his wife, ‘Poor Ferd 
Durang is dying.’ Durang was born in 
Harrisburg, Pa. His father was a 
Frenchman, and a fair musician. Du- 
rang died in extreme poverty, and but 
for his co-laborers on the stage he would 
have found a pauper’s grave. 

“*The Hunters of Kentucky’ was very 
popular in my early days.’It was written 
by Somuel Woodworth, a typesetter. The 
‘Hunters’ was written justafter the bat- 
tle of New Orleans in 1815. The’ tune is 
from an old English ditty, ‘Unfortunate 
Miss Bailey.’ 

“It was sung for many years by an 
actor, Noah M. Ludlow, who died in 
1885 or 1886 in St. Louis at the age of Sv. 
Ludlow came near having his brains 
knocked out on the stage while singing 
the song in New Orleans. An English- 
man threw a large piece of gas pipe at 
his head, but fortunately missed his 
mark. 

‘Woodworth wrote funny verses as ad- 
vertisements for a keeper of a fancy 
store in New York for a long time, Joe 
Bonfanti, who made a large fortune 
from his poetry. When the California 
fever broke out in 1849 Woodworth went 
to the Pacific slope and was engaged there 
as a reporter in the Alta. He died there 
and his remains lie in the Home Moun- 
tain cemetery. 

‘**Kathieen Mavourneen’ was sold by 
Crouch, the author, for $25 and brought 
the publishers as many thousands. Croucna 
was hopelessly improvident, and in his 
later days became a tramp. When Mlle. 
Titiens .was in this country a number 
of years ago she sang ‘Kathleen Mavour- 
neen’ in New York. A dirty trar@>. in- 
troduced himself as Crouch, was recog- 
nized, and thanked her for singing the 
song so well. 

“‘Tife on the Ocean Wave,’ written by 
Epes Sargent, was pronouriced a failure 
by his friends. Russell, of a Boston firm 
of music publishers, took the words from 
Sargent and the latter tells this story of 
‘the melody: 

“*We passed through the music store. 
Russell seated himself at a plano, read 
over the lines attentively, hummed an air 
or two himself and ran his fingers over 
the keys. then stopped, as if nonplused. 

“Suddenly a bright tdea seemed to 
dawn on him. A melody all at once came 
= = 
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into his brain and he began to hunt it 
and to swuy himselit to its movement. 
‘‘nen striking tne Keys ue at last conn- 
dentiy iauncned into the tune since 
Known as ‘Life on the Ucean Wave. 

‘Ihe melody proved a success. The 
copyright became very valuavie, though 
inte author never got anytning from it 
but tame. It was popular in Kugiand as 
well as in tnis country. 

“The ‘Arkansas ‘iraveler.” The fa- 
mous traveier known as the ‘Arkansas 
‘raveler’ 38s no myth, but oreathes and 
has his being in that state. The trav- 
eler lives in Little -Rock and may be 
seen every day on the streets of the town 
indulging his taste tor music and siory 
telling. 7 

“hie is Known as Colonel Sandy Falk- 
ner. He was barn in Kentucky in Lid. 
in 1832 he went to Arkansas and became 
acquainted with Walter Wright, the orig- 
inal squatter in the song. 

‘My Maryland was written by James 
R. Randall. Kandali was described as 
one of the most delightful men to meet 
Il mét Randall some time ago in: Annis- 
ton, Ala. He was city editor of The Hot 
Blast in that city. He said that he only 
received $2 in confederate money for his 
song,”’ 

Cnarley White did not hesitate to 
ascribe “Beautiful Snow” to Henry W. 
Faxon, of The Louisville Journal. 

; " ‘Old Dog Tray,’ ‘Suwanee River,’ 

Massa’s in de Cold, Cold Ground,’ ‘Camp 
Town Races,’ ‘ id Folks at Home,’ ‘Ellen 
Bayne,’ ‘Willie, We Have Missed You,’ 
and ‘My Old Kentucky Home,’’”’ wrote 
White, ‘“‘were written by Stephen C. Fos- 
ter. He was a musician almost from his 
cradle, and at the age of 7 he had mas- 
tered the flageolet without a teacher. It 
is said that one publishing house alone 
paid $20,000 for his compositions. 

Foster was very ‘improvident and was 
often forced to sell for a few dollars 
what brought a fortune to its purchaser. 
Several of his best songs were composed 
in the back room of a grocery store on 
pleces of brown paper. He died in the 
city hospital in New York, where he had 
been removed from a Bowery boarding 
house, on January 18, 1864. 

“*Rock Me to Sleep’ was written by 
Mrs. Allen, of Maine. She was paid $5 
for it, and Russell & Co.. of Boston, 
who had in three years gained $4,000 by 
it, offered her $5 apiece for any songs 
she might write. ) 

“*The Bonnie Blue Flag’ was a popu- 
lar song in the south. It was written 
by Harry McCarthy, an actor, in Jack- 
son, Miss., in the spring of 1861. 

“ ‘Silver Threads Among the Gold’ was 
written by H. P. Danks, an organist, 
who sold it for $40. ‘ 

‘Put Me in My Little Bed’ and ‘Comé, 
Birdie, Come’ were composed by C. ‘A. 
White and fully 150,000 copies of each 
have been sold. 

“Shoo Fly, Don't Bodder Me,” which 
was once credited to T. Bingham Bish- 
op, the old minstrel, was written, ac- 
cording to White’s diary, by Rollin 
Howard, actor srd minstrel. Some 
years ago when Rollin composed his 
song and dance he took his production. 
of which he felt very proud, to Pond & 
Co. and offered to sell it to them. 

“They looked {it over and returned it 
with the remark. ‘We do not publish 
such stuff as that.’ Mr. Howard went 
to Boston a short time later. where he 
was engaged to sing in a minstre] com- 
pany. One night C. A. White. the com- 
porer and publisher, heard Howard and 
offered to pubiish the discarded song. 

“This is how ‘Shoc Fly. Don’t Bodder 
Me’ came to be printed. It soon became 
popular. The publisher sold 200,000 coptes 
and with the profits established the Ros- 
ton firm of White, Smith & Co. 

“‘Gathering Shells by the Seashore.’ 
by W. 8S. Thompson, had a sale of over 
800.000. ‘Dreaming of Home and Moth- 
er.” by John P. Ordway, reached a sale 
cf 6,000; ‘Mulligan Guards.” by Ea Har- 
rigan, has sold over 125.000, and ‘Sweet 
By and By,’ by I. P. Webster, reached 
a sale of over 500,000 coples.’’

JIMINEZ FLEES 
FROM. REBELS 


President of San Domingo. 
Takes Refuge in the Britjsh 
Consulate. 


CAPITAL OF THE ISLAND 
HELD BY REVOLUTIONISTS 


Negotiations for the Surrender of 
Puerto Plata Have Fallen 
Through, the Governor Re- 
fusing To Yield the 
City to Rebels. 


————_ 


Monte Cristo, May $.—Messengers un- 
der a flag of truce who arrived yesterday 
at Puerto Plata from Santo Domingo 
City confirmed the reports of the capitu- 
lation of the Dominican capital which 
took place Friday. It was also announced 
and confirmed that President Jiminiz 
sought refuge in the British consulate at 
Santo Domingo. 

The négotiations between the revolu- 
tionists and General Deschamps, the gov- 
ernor of Puerto Plata, for the surrender 
of thmt place, it is reported here, have 
fallen through. The governor refuses to 
surrender without an order from the Do- 
minican government. 

Sketch of Jiminez. 

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—State 
department advices indicate the early 
finish of the government of Juan Isidor 
Jiminez, who since 1899 has been president 
of the Dominican republic. The cruiser 
Cincinnati has been sent to San Domingo 
to be in at the death and to see that 
American interests shall nd? be troubled. 

Jiminez attained the presidency through 
the usual insurrection method. He is a 
native of the island and his father was 
the first president of the republic. He was 
compelled to leave the island before the 
end of his term. 

The present president is a2 man, of 
wealth. A few years ago he was a pros- 
perous merchant at Monte Christi, where 
he is said to have accumulated $1,000,000 
in the export trade. He was too popular 
for General Heureaux, then president, 
and was in consequence exiled. He lived 
in Paris and Hamburg for a time, but 
later moved to New York and in 1898 got 
up a filibustering, expedition, which sail- 
ed from Mobile. He was disappointed in 
the failure of his men to meet him when 
he landed at Monte Christi, and barely es- 
icaped with his Hfe. He was arrested at 
Inagua, a British possession, and was 
tried for violation of the néutrality laws, 
but escaped] on the technicality that he 
was returning from and not engaged in a 
revolution. 

He transferred the scene of his opera- 
tions to Cuba, from which island he or- 
ganized a fevolution against Heureaux. 
Twice he was arrested on suspicion, but 
nothing could be pfoved against him. 
Later Heureaux was assassinated, and 
then when he went to San Domingo he 
was received with open arms by the 
people 

But he has hada rocky road to travel, 
because of the financia] difficulties of the 
republic, due largely to the fact that 
European beet sugars practically destroyy 
ed the principal industry of the country. 
He was formally; elected in: 2900 for a 
four-year term, but the: indications are 
that he has mo chance to serve it out. 
General Vasquez, who was at the head of 
the army which welcomed him on his ar- 
rival, and wi Is now vice president, has 
turned against him,’ going over to the 
revolutionists, and, in the opinion. of the 
American authorities, Jiminez will have 
to get out as gracefully as he can.

He Secured Divorce from Wife, She 
Learning of It Only After It 
Was Granted. , 


Chicago, May 5.—Dr. Ellington W. Al- 
drich, who killed himself in Los Angeles 
yesterday to escape a requisition for his 
return to Illinois, was wanted here on @ 
charge of perjury. The alleged false 
swearing was committed in Judge Chet- 
lain’s court, December 8, 1900. 

Aldrich had come to Chicago for the 
purpose of securing a divorce from his 
wife, formerly Miss Leonora Aldridge, 
whom he is said to have married in 
Mineola, Tex., December 14, 1899. Tt is 
claimed that he abandoned her. The 
cause alleged for divorce by the doctor 
was desertion on her part. He swore 
he was married November 14, 1896, and 
that his wife had deserted him October 
25, 1897. He also testified that he had 
lived with her in Chicago and that she 
had left him because she loved another 
man. A decree was granted by Judge 
Chetlain on Aldrich’s evidence. 

Mrs. Aldrich, who had gone to her 
home in Texas, did not learn of the 
divorce, it is claimed, until a few months 
ago. She employed a detective to in- 
investigate and her father came to Chi- 
cago to appear against Aldrich before 
the grand jury. The doctor was indicted 
April 2 last. 

Aldrich resorted to perjury, it is said, 
because under the law desertion must 
have continued two years or more to 
make divorce for that cause possible.

Century of British Steamships. 


London Daily Graphic: Few cente- 
naries are better deserving of commemo- 
. ration within the United Kingdom than 
the centenary of steam navigation. And 
it was just in the close of March, 1802, 
that the Charlotte Dundas, the first 
steamer ever employed for practical pur- 
poses, began to tow barges on the Forth 
and Clyde canal. Steam vessels had been 
tried on Dalswinton loch with success as 
early as 1788, but they were not. intended 
for use, only for experiment. There were 
only one or two dreamers, like William 
Symington, the engineer of the Charlotte 
Dundas, and Henry Bell, who built the 
Comet in 1812, who had any idéa that 
steam navigation could ever be turned to 
practical use. 

The owners of the Clyde and Forth ca- 
nal promptly took steps to stop the run- 
ning of the Charlotte Dundas lest her 
wash should injure tie. banks of the ca- 
nal, and it is even on record that James 
Watt, the true inventor of the steam en- 
gine, threatened William Symington with 
legal penalties if his ‘engine should prove 
@ success. the first application of 
steam to the conveyance of cargo by 
water ended in financial ruin to the man 
who had invested his all in ft. 

The first passenger steamer was nof 
much more successful from a financial 
point of view than the first steam tug.

TO AID COMPETITION 


That Is the Answer Made by 
Northern Securities Company 
lo Government 


RIGHT OF GOVERNMENT 
TO INTERFERE DENIED 


Claimed in the Bill That the Forma- 
tior. of a Holding Company Was 
en After Thought—How 
the Stock Was Ac- 
quired. 


6t. Paul, Minn., May 5.—‘‘An enter- 
prise in aid of a great competitive inter- 
national commerce’ is the description 
of the northepn securities given in an 
answer filed today in the United States 
court py the attorneys for that corpora- 
tion in the suit brought by Attorney 
General Knox on behalf of the United 
States to enjoin the so-called merger of 
the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern railways. It is recited that instead 
of owning a majority of the shares of 
the Great Northern or Northern Pacific 
companies, as stated, those who are in- 
terested in the organization of the se- 
curities company did not own within 
$26,000,000 of a majority of the Great 
Northern shares and little more than 
one-quarter of the Northern Pacific 
shares. The securities company has ac- 
quired about five-twelfths of the Great 
Northern’s stock, has negotiated for 
about four-twelfths of the total of such 
stock, and has paid on account of Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific shares 
purchased over $40,000,000 in cash; that 
many stockholders have not and may not 
gell shares and that neither company 
has solicited shareholders to sell to the 


pecurities company. 
Why Burlington Was Bought. 

As to why the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy was bought, the answer says 
both the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific were placed at a disadvan- 
tage with other transcontinental rall- 
roads as well as with European com- 
petitors by the want of sufficient direct 
connection with the territory offering 
the best markets for the products of the 
country along their lines and with the 
places of production and great centers 
of distribution from which their traffic 
must be supplied. The lines of the Bur- 
lington, better than those of any other 
company, fulfilled the requirements of 
both roads tn respect of markets for 
eastbound freight for -westbound traf- 
fic. The answer denies the purpose was 
to. lessen competition. : 

It is recited that the project of a 
holding company had its inception in 
1893, when ten large shareholders of the 
Great Northern discussed what would be 
the effect on the company’s policy should 
their holdings become scattered and by 
what means their holdings could be kept 
together. These same shareholders made 
large purchases of Northern’ Pacific 
shares, individually, without any con- 
certed action and solely as investments. 

About May 1, 1901, their holdings of 
Northern Pacific common stock amounted 
to nearly twenty millions ofsethe elghty 
million dollars’ common stock of the com- 
pany, which also had $75,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock. At that time J. Pierpont 
Morgan & Co. held about $6,000,000 of the 
common stock. In the fall of 1900 Mr. 
Hill and these great Northern share- 
holders discussed the question of putting 
their Northern Pacific stock into the 
proposed holdjng company, as well as 
the suggestion of giving the same right 
to other Great Northern shareholders. 

The answer continues: 

No Alliance Contemplated. 

“At the time of the purchase of the 
Burlington shares it was not contemplat- 
ed that any alliance: between the pur- 
chasing companies or among their share- 
holders was needed to preserve to each 
company its fair share of the advantages 
secured by the purchase. But par@ies 
acting in’the interest of the Union‘ Pa- 
cifle system, bought Northern Pacific 
shares, both common and preferred, to 
the amount of about $78,000,000, being a 
clear majority of the entire capital stock 
of that compary. The apparent intent 
of such purchase was to defeat the car- 
ryving out of the purposes for which the 
Burlington shares had been got by the 
Great Northern Pacific companies, which 
would have swhbordinated the policy of 
each to an interest adverse to both the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacigc 
companies and the public served by their 
lines.”’ 

It is claimed It was not at first expect- 
ed that any Northern Pacific shares ex- 
cept the said $40,000,000 (being fhe combin- 
ed Morgan-Hill interest) would be ac- 
quired by the proposed holding company 
and the organization was not dependent 
on any agreement that is should acqutre 


a majorig wf the shares of either de- 


fendant railway company... It would have 
been organized if the Burlington pur- 
o 


chase had not been made, and if its pro- 
moters had had no other sharés to trans- 
fer to it than the $34,000,000 of Great 
Northern stock and the $20,000,000 of 
Northern Pacific, and it has also pur- 
chased and negotiated for the purchase of 
the stock of the Great Northern Com- 
pany. 
No Trust Intended. 

It is denied that any stock thus secured 
is to be held or used “‘for the purpose 
of combining, consolidating or placing 
under one common managemerft or con- 
tro! the railways of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific companies, or the 
business thereof;-or for the purpose of 
monopolizing or restraining competition 
between the sald railway companies; or 
for any other purpose than the election 
by each of said railway companies of a 
competent and distinct board of directors, 
able and intending fo manage each of 
them independently of the other, and for 
the benefit of their shareholdes and of 
the public.’ 

it is stated that the “persons who 
formed the securities company have nev- 
er altogether owned or controlled so 
much as one-third of its stock.” 

it is further stated that the securities 
company was not formed for the purpose 
of restraining trade or lessening compe- 
tition between the two railway companies, 
nor would such results follow from its 
Organization. Since the securities com- 
Dany was formed, both lines have volun- 
tarily so reduced rates as to decrease 
their earnings upward of a million dol- 
lars annually. lt is claimed that for all 
interstate commerce the rates are fixed 
by joint tariffs with connecting lines, and 
Stated further that “in respect to all 
such traffic neither of the defendant com- 
panies has ever had, or can have, any 
independent ratemaking power or control 
of traffic or rates.’’ 


Not a Railroad Company. 

It is maintained that the securities com- 
pany is not a railroad company, ‘and has 
no power to Operate railways or control 
rates Or restrein traffic, and does not 
violate the antitrust act. : 

The answer continues: 

“1. The anti-trust act was not intended 
to prevent or defeat an enterprise, in‘aid 
of a great competitive interstate and in- 
ternational commerce, merely because 
such enterprise may carry with it the 
possibility of incidental restraint upon 
some commerce, trifling both ag respects 
territory and volume. 

“2. Nor was the act intended to limit 
the power of the several! states to create 
corporations, define their purposes, fix 
the amount of their capital and determine 
who may buy, own and sel) their stock. 

“3. Otherwise construed, the act would 
be unconstitutional because: 

“The power to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations and among the states 
does not give congress the power to regu- 
late any of the matters above mentioned 
in respect to corporations created by the 
states; and because ' 

“Persons may not be deprived of their 
property without process of law, by 
taking from them the right to sell it, as 
their interest may suggest.”’ 


TRANSIT DENIED CHINAMEN. 


Supreme Court Sustains Their Deten- 
tion by the Government. 
Washington, May 6.—The chief justice 
of the United States supreme court today 
rendered opinions in the two test cases 
affecting the transit of Chinamen 
through the United States to other coun- 
tries, sustaining the action of the govern- 
ment authorities In having detained them 
at San Francisco. Tiere are said to be 
forty or fifty Chinamen who have been 
thus detained in San Francisco for the 
past four or five months and who have 
been very restless under the restraint. 
The result of the decision will be the de- 
portation to China of the Chinese de- 

tained. 

The names of two Chinamen who figure 
in the cases decided today are Fok Yung 
Yo and Lee Gon Yung. Both were on 
their way to Mexico, and claimed the 
right under the treaty of 19894 to transit, 
one desiring to go by rail and merely to 
tranship. They were denied this right 
umider the provision of the treaty giving 
the treasury department authority to make 
regulations for contrvi in such matters. 

The federal] authorities discovered evi- 
dence in both cases as in those of their 
detained countrymen, that the passen- 
gers did mot intend to remain in Mexico. 
The prisoners sought release by habeas 
corpus proceedings, their petitions being 
denied by the district court for the north- 
ern district of California. In his opinion 
ithe chief justice said: ‘“Tongressional 
aetion has placed the final determination 
of the right of admission of Chinese in 
executive officers without judicial inter- 


the recognized and declared policy of the 
country, 

“The regulations to prevent the abuse 
of the privilege to transit have been and 
are intended to effectuate the same policy, 
and recourse to the courts by ha’beas cor- 
pus to determine the existence of such 
abuse appears to us equally inadmissij- 
ble.”’

Blind Chaplain Milburn. 


New York Tribune: The senate’s blind 
chaplain, the Rev. Dr. W. H. Milburn, is 
a& survival of Washington before the war.

That was ten years before John Sher- 
man and Justin 8. Morrifl itook their seats 
in the house.

Milburn, “one chaplain offered the 
prayer at the opening of each branch of 
congress, and the only way that could be 
done by one man was to have the senate 
clock kept ten minutes slower than the 
house clock. After I offered the invoca- 
tion in ‘the house a page would take me 
to the senate chamber, where I perform- 
ed a similar duty.”’

The cotton burst into a blaze, the stair 
pads were set on fire, and jn an instant the 
fire spread throughout the first floor and 
mounted upward. 

A panic ensued, and, disregarding the 
fire escapes, many of the employees jump- 
ed from rear windows to the roof of an 
extension. It was in this way that Miss 
Gilroy and Miss Wadsworth were hurt. 
The bodies of Miss Boltcher and Lynch 
were found on the top figor, death hav- 
ing resulted from burns and suffocation.

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LETTERS MAY BE PUBLISHED. 


Will Probably Be Feature in North 


Carolina Campaign. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 5.—(Special.)—There 
will probably be interesting developments 
in the big fight which is being made by 
a part of the democratic party against 
the nomination of Judge Walter Clark 
for chief justice. It is learned that cer- 
tain letters written by Clark to ex-Gov- 
ernor Russell are to be published. Wihen 
the letters were written Russell was gov- 
ernor. The letters were marked private, 
but ex-Governor Russell says he doubts 
whether letters to a public man regard- 
ing public matters can be considered pri- 
vate. 

Last year there was an encampment of 
all the state guard at Wrightsville. This 
year there will be no encampment., The 
visit of the provisional regiment (made up 
of four companies from each of the three 
regiments) to Charleston takes the place 
of the encampment, The expense of that 
visit was between $4,000 and $6,000. 

For the position of corporation commis- 
sioner, soon to be created by the expi- 
ration of the term of D. H. Abbott, there 
are several aspirants. Among these are 
Thomas W. Mason and Eugene C. Bed- 
dingfield, both ex-commissioners, and 
Henry C. Brown, who has been the clerk 
to the commission ever since its creation. 

It is found that at least one hundred 
white men in Mecklinburg county délib- 
erately disfranchised themselves by fail- 
ing to pay poll tax. Six hundred whites 
thus failed in Buncombe county. Of the 
latter only 100 are democrats. Five hun- 
dred whités failed to pay in Orange. The 
reports are coming in now, and they 
have set the politicians to thinking. The 
failure of negroes to pay poll tax is wide- 
spread and great. Of course the negroes 
do not now count as voters. 

Forest fires have done great damage to 
many thousand acres of fine timber in 
Cumberland. Some houses were burned. 
At Timberland William Britton thus lost 
houses, a dozen horses and other prop- 
erty; all valued at $4,000. 

Alexander Tate, son of the late state 
treasurer, Samuel McDowell Tate, of 
Morganton, was killed by a train on the 
Southern railway near Valdese, the town 
of the Waldensian colonists, In Burke 
county. The youth was flagman on a 
construction train of the contractors who 
are improving the Western North Caro- 
lina railway.

He tried to get on the 
engine as it passed, to give the engineer 
his orders, but fell under the wheels and 
was killed.

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Bones of Bunker Hill Soldiers. 

Boston Transcript: If the human bones 
dug up yesterday by workmen for Nor- 
cross Bros., who are excavating for a 
pier for the new spar shed at the lower 
end of the Charlestown navy yard, are 
really the remains of British soldiers 
who fell at the batite of Bunker Hill, 
there is a chance for some local historian 
to write a new chapter in local revotu- 
tionary history. When the men had dug 
to a certain depth they came upon what 
appeared to be an old trench, and in this 
trench the human bones were jumbled in 
a heap. Some lime was found about 
them. 

The place is not far.from the officers’ 
quarters at the lower or Mystic river end 
of the yard, and how the bones came 
there is a matter of doubt. At one time 
the building now uséd to house the offi- 
cers was the naval hospital, and some 
think the bones may be those of men who 
died in the hospital. 

The version of an old resident of 
Charlestown, however, is different. He 
thinks they are the bones found in an- 
other part of the yard and reinterred 
years ago. One report has it that the 
British soldiers when they returned from 
Lexington and Concord disembarked at a 
point just opposite the present anchor- 
age of the Wabash, and that after the 
battle of Bunker Hill the British dead 
were buried about where the steam en- 
gineering building is now. When that 
shed was being built bones were found 
by workmen when they dug for the foun- 
dations. They were thought at the time 
to be bones of British soldiers, and, ac- 
cording to the old resident, the bones 
were reinterred about where the find 
was made. The discovery created some 
excitement and many of the skul-s quick- 
ly disappeared. Just how long the trench 
holding the bones is, is not known, as 
only enough earth was dug up to make 
room for the pier foundation. The bones 
are to be buried again, this time in a box.

Captain John P. Thompson, of the 
United States Army, 


TALKS ON THIS SUBJECT 


Importance of Making Preparations 
for Hostilities in Time 


of Peace. 


Hartfor4 Courant: Captain John P. 
Thompson, of the ordnance department 
of the United States army, gave an in- 
teresting talk Wednesday evening to the 
Workingmen’s Club in the Lawrence 
Street school hall on ‘‘Modern Firearms."’ * 
Captain Thompson is an authority on 
this subject, being a graduate of West 
Point and having served twenty years 
in the army, the last twelve years of 
which he has been connected with the 
ordnance department. He is at present 
stationed at the armory in Springfield. 
Captain Thompson said in substance: 

“Every war waged by our country has 
found it unprepared through neglect of 
Washington’s maxim, “In time of peace 
prepare for war.’ Although the gondi- 
tions of the country at the time of fhe 
revolution found almost every man pfro- 
vided with his musket or squirrel rifle, 
yet the cbdntinentals were often very 
short of ammunition on the battle field. 
The same deficiency was observed in the 
war of 1812. The ci¥il war found the 
country so deficient in arms that old 
guns of every description were pur- 
chased abroad and often a regiment 
went to the front with muskets of two 
or three different makes and calibres. 

“But before considering modern mili- 
tary firearms let us just cast a glance 
at the projectile arms of previous times. 
The earliest projectile was probably the 
sling. Next came the cross bows with 
the arrows, and the catapults. Gun- 
powder was not introduced untl] the 
sixteenth century.

| SLAVERY IN THE PHILIPPINES 


NOT LIKELY TO BE ABOLISHED 


An Attempt To Free the Slaves Would Inflame the 
Moros and Involve the United States in No 
End of Trouble. 


; By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—Thd ac- 
tion of the house committee on Philippine 
affairs in voting down an amendment to 
the Philippines government bill providing 
specifically for the abolition of slavery in 
the islands and the abrogation of the 
treaty made by General Bates with the 
sultan of Sulu, is being very generally 
commented upon as unique from the fact 
that the proposition to abolish slavery 
came from a representative of the south- 
ern states and was voted down by repre- 
sentatives from the northern states. 

On its face, this appears to be a very 
interesting reversal of conditions existing 
during the famous struggle over slavery 
in the years preceding the civil war. 
When analyzed it can hardly be said to 
represent exactly such a reversal. 

It is true that the republicans of the 
committee voted down the proposition of 
Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, but they 
content themselves with showing that 
their bill contains a somewhat vague and 
general provision that slavery shall not 


exist in the islands. They contend that an’ 


effort to force the abolition of slavery in 
the Moro islands would bring about very 
serious complications. In this they are 
correct. 


Mr. Patterson's Bill. 

Mr. Patterson has introduced a bill set- 
ting forth his ideas and it was this which 
he endeavored to have adopted as an 
amendment to the Philippines bill, His 
bill reads as follows: 


“From and after the passage of this 
act there shall be no slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude in the Philippine archipela- 
go, Or any province or dependency now 
held by the United States government, or 
which may hereafter be acquired. 

“That the so-called treaty or agreement 
made and entered into between John C. 
Bates, brigadier general of United States 
volunteers, acting for this government, 
and the sultan of the Sulu archipelago and 
the datos, whose names appear as par- 
ties to said agreement or treaty dated Au- 
re 20, 1899, be and the same is hereby 

isapproved, disaffirmed and declared void 
and of'no effect. . 

“That the purchase, sale or gift of 
slaves in the whole of the said archipela- 
go is hereby forbidden and deéclared 
illegal, likewise the importation of any 
person bought or in any manner acquired 
in a foreign country and transported for 
the purpose of involuntary servitude to 
the Philippine archipelago.’’ 


Slavery Exists Among Moros. 

There is no single act calculated to bring 
on quite as much real trouble as would be 
an effort to abolish slavery by summary 
means in the Moro islands. It is one of 
the institutions there and has always 
beem 

An attempt to abolish either their re- 


ligion or the institution of slavery would 
unquestionably precipitate warfare as 
compared with which our other troubles 
in the Philippine islands would appear 
infinitesimally small. It would mean war- 
fare with four or five hundred thousand 
fighting men. These men occupy islan 
very close to the equator, and a lara 
portion of them live along the rivers in 
the interior of these islands. The Moros 
were noted as pirates and flerce fighting 
men for several centuries before the 
Spaniards were able to suppress them by 
the use of modern gunboats. They are 
just as much fighting men today as they 
ever were, although their fleld of opera- 
tion has been confined to their own 
islands. It is true that they possess 
comparatively few guns, but the problem 
of suppressing them even without their 
having modern arms would be a very 
Serious one. 

The Moro chiefs—the most influential 
of them at least—have been placed upon 
the salary roll of the United States, and, 
as these chiefs are all-powerful among 
their followers, the Moros, until recently, 
have been much more pleased with 
American soverefgnty than’ they were 
with Spanish. 

Some Slaves Relegsed. 

The officers of the American army wha 
have held responsible commands in tae 
Moro islands have used their influence, 
so far as they could, toward inducing 
the Moro chiefs to give up slavery. In 
same degree they have been successful, 
The holding of slaves does not geem te 
have been a particularly profitable entere 
prise, for they do'not produce anything, 
and there is no sale for them, For the 
most part they occupy the position of 
feudal retainers—that is, the men; the 
women among these savages are always 
slaves. The intelligent datos, like Mandi 
of Zamboanga, have realized that it was 
good policy on their part to’cater to this 
“queer American sentiment” in favor of 
the abolition of slavery, and have freed 
their own slaves, much to the disgust of 
the latter. But, of course, there is a 
lot of slavery, and it is one of the instl- 
tutions of that section of the archipelago. 
To attempt its overthrow would mean 
war in that portion of the islands where 
there has been no war. 

There is, of course, no chance for Mr. 
Patterson's bill reaching consideration in 
the house. While it may be all right in 
theory, it would be found anything but 
all right in practice. e

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THE MODERN SMUGGLER’S WAYS 


Customs Are Cheated Now by Sa- 
vants Instead of Swashbucklers. 
Pall Mall Gazette: Those days are payt 


when smuggling had in it more than a | 


dash of adventure and romance. When 
the smuggler with a keg on his shoulder 


and a pistol in his belt, and the prevent-— 


ive men, cutlasses in teeth, crouched in 
their rocky ambush, those were the halcy- 
on days—or nights. Just now his maj- 
esty’s custom house is being defrauded 
by less picturesque yet by no means in- 
effective methods. Saccharin is the com- 
modity concerned. What is saccharin? 
It ts a kind of concentrated sugar, used 
exclusively in the manufacture of aerated 
waters and sweet biscuits. Diabetic pa- 
tients, too, according to medical advice, 
use it in place of lump sugar. There is 
a very large demand for saccharin in 
England. It is chiefly made on the con- 
tinent, Lyons being a center. One ounce 
is Mable to an import duty of 1s. 3d., or 
one pound sterling on one pound avoir- 
dupois, a rate of duty which renders the 
successful smuggling of- saccharin a very 
profitable business, 

Quite recently the customs officials 
have made considerable seizures of coh- 
traband saccharin, the penalty being 
forfeiture of the goods and a fine of £50. 
But they have not yet succeeded in dam- 
ming all the channels through which it 
comes into this country. It is only per- 
mitted to enter by twelve ports—of which 
London !s one—and then only in pack- 
ages of not less than eleven pounds 
weight. The substance fs singularly diffi- 
cult to detect, and: correspondingly easy 
to smuggle. It has as many aliases as a 
French adventurer. One day it will laugh 
up its sleeve behind the label “‘lycose’’ or 
‘“pernodine.”’ Again it will lurk snugly in 
an innocent-looking wine case with the 
legend “farina’’ or “salicylic acid’ in- 
scribed upon it. Yet a third consignment 
will strike terror into the officia] heart 
by the inscription ‘‘ortho-sulpho-benzoic 
acid.”” All these names, and many oth- 
ers, have actually been used, and cus- 
toms officials have been instructed to Be 
on the alert, so that it will be clever sac- 
charin that contrives In future to break 
through the barbed wire fences of the 
customs. 

The appearance of saccharin is equally 
various. In the form of powder it close- 
ly resembles common flour; in solution 
it might be anything or ordinary water; 
in crystal form it could easily be mis- 
taken for alum. But there is one im- 
portant test—the taste. Samples have 
been provided for officers to taste. As 
the flavor is more than disagreeable, 
saccharin-tasting is not a favorite recre- 
ation in the service. One avenue made 
use of by the smugglers is the foreign 
and colonial parcels post. The represen- 
tatives of the custom house at Mount 
Pleasant 2re unsparing in their vigilance. 
Special emissaries have also been sent to 
the continent to discover the methods and 
routes made use of.

Origin of Ambergris.

Key’s Resolution to Abolish 
Police Board Was Tabled 
by Big Vote, 


KEY MAKES STRONG 
‘CHARGES AGAINST BOARD 


@n Effort Was Made To Have the 
Matter Recommitted, but Wood- 
ward’s Motion Blocked 
the Attempt. 


By a vote of 15 to 3, councfl tabled the 
police resolution introduced by Council- 
man Key which sought to abolish the 
police board and to place the department 
under a board of control. 

Councilman Key spoke at length in 
favor of his resolution. Alderman Wood- 
ward opposed the resolution, and it was 
on his motion to table that the matter 
was disposed of. ae 

Following is the resolution in full: 

“Resolved by the mayor and generat 
council of ‘the city of Atlanta, 

“That the following amendments be 
proposed to the next general assembly 
of the state of Georgia for the charter of 
the city of Atlanta. 

“To abolish the board of police commis- 
sioners. 

“To provide for a board of police con- 
trol, composed of the members of the 
police committee from the general] coun- 
cil, mayor and chief of police, ex-officio 
members. : 

“To provide for the election of the chief 
of police by the mayor and general coun- 
cil for a term of two years, beginning 
with April 1, 1903, said election to occur at 
the first meeting of the general council 
in March next, preceding said term, and 
biennially thereafter. 

“To provide that other members of the 
police force shall be elected by the said 
board of police control for a term to 
continue during good behavior, obedience 
to the rules of the department and or- 
dinances of the city, and during efficient 
service, to provide that the two-year term 
shall be abolished. 

“To provide that officers of the depart- 
ment other than chief of police shall hold | 
their resnective offices at the will of the 
board of police control. To provide that 
members of the police force and officers 
of the department shall be elected by the 
board of contro] upon nomination by the { 
chief of police. The city attorney is re- 
quested to prepare amendments to said 
charter to carry out the provisions of 
this resolution. 

“The members of the general assembly 
from Fulton county are requested to 
urged the passage of said amendment.” 

Key Condemns Board. 

Alderman Johnson moved the adoption 
of the majority report. 

Councilman Key explained that Coun- 
cilman Winn approved the report, but hi 
absence accounted for his signature be- 
ing lacking. 

“The idea of this resolution,” said Coun- 
cilman Key, “is to create a department 
for which one man will be the responsi- 
ble head. The people of this town are 
not satisfied with the present department. 
I do not want to take anybody off the force. 
I simply want one boss on one job, and | 
not seven bosses. It is not fair to the 
chief of police to handicap him by placing 
him under a board to whom he owes his 
election. 

“The evil of this system lies in the fact 
that the patronage of this departmfnt 
rests on the politics of the department. 
If you eliminate this board you will 
eliminate all patronage and: politics. No 
memiber of the proposed board of control! 
would have the power to put a man on 
the force. As it is now, the chief cannot 
Say that the board shall not put some 
certain man on the force. We say that 
the police force should not be stirred up 
every two years and the men be made to 
quake in their boots, no matter how g004 
servants they may have been. No mem- 
ber of the board can be as good a member 
as he would like to be owing to his polit- 
ical alliances and affiliations. 

“One member of the board told me he 
favored every proposition in this amend- 
ment except the provision that the chief 
of police should nominate the members 
of the force, becausé\he wanted to put 
friends of his on the fotwe, and the chief 
might not do it. This police board is the 
‘stink-hole’ of politics, ‘and it ought to 
be taken out of it!’’ 

Councilman Kontz moved that the reso- 
lution be recommitted, and that the city 
attorney be instrueted /to draw up just 
exactly what the ¢ountil wanted. 

Alderman Welch Yhoved that the matter 
be referred to the committee of forty- 
nine. Councilman Kontz insisted on his 
original motion. 

Alderman Woodward moved the matter 
be tabled. It was carried by a vote of 18 
to 3. Welch, Pierce, LaHatte, Wood- 
ward, Terry, Longino, Fincher, Howell 
Lewis, Reed, Warren, Beck, Glass, Styron 
and Kontz voted to table. Garrett, Key 
and Hill voted no.

Bufaula, Ala., May 56.—(Special.)—Dis- 
pensary and anti-dispensary has at last 
entered the political arena’ and is the 
subject of much comment.

They claim that the 
dispensary would not suit the wants of 
the whisky ‘trade and it would not meet 
a patronage that would swell the city 
treasury as much or any more than the 
four barrooms now paying high license. 

The anti-dispensarists also say that 
whisky would be ordered from cities that 
had barrooms a thousand miles away and 
the commercial welfare of the (itown 
would be seriously affected, 

There are eight barrooms all within a 
radius of a mile, ang four of these are 
in the heart of the city. They are all 
doing a fine business and the issue will 
be fought vigorously on both sides.

REFUSED BY SUPREME COURT

To Hang August 1. 

Norfolk, Va., May 5.—For the murder of 
Thomas Stevenson, a merchant of Roxo- 
bel, N. C., June Bishop, John Belford 
and Jim Stevenson, negroes, have been 
sentenced to hang. Their trial took place 
in the superior court of Windsor, N. C. 

The murder of young Stevenson was 
particularly atrocious. While in his store

rest, was shot and killed. The victim 
was literally shot to pieces. To prevent 
the lynching of the negroes, a special ses- 
sion of court was held on Swnday.

In Presence of Many Persons 
He Breaks Into Jewelry 
Store, 


WHILE BRANDISHING AX 
HE IS SHOT BY OFFICERS 


Wife Sent Word She Could Not Come 
to Hospital, and Inquiry Proved 
Her Also Insane—Loss of 
Fortune the Cause.

Columbia, S. C., May. 5—(Special.)—C. 
™M. Babb, a native of Germany, about 50 
years of age, and a jeweler by trade, 
broke into W. E. Avery's jewelry store, 
In the very heart of the business section, 
Friday night. Babb’s mind was unbal- 
anced, He some time ago .worked in 
Avery's store, but recently has been con- 
ducting a small business of his own on 
lower Main street. 

About 11 o’clock, when thig section of 
the street was crowded with Saturday 
night shoppers, and the stores on both 
sides of Avery’s were open and filled 
with people, Babb walked up to the front 
door and smashed‘in one of the plate 
glass panels with an ax. He then went 
In and was seen by the crowd gathered 
at the door to be trying to work the com- 
bination of the safe. Babb, seeing the 
crowd, started toward the door, holding 
his ax in a menacing position. Just at 
this time Police Officer Scott reached the 
Btore and Babb turned back as if to es- 
cape through the rear. Scott was joined 


by’ Officer Lattimore. Neither of them 
knew who the burglar was and Scott, 
thinking he would escape, ran around 
through an alleyway, jumped over fences 
and gained the back of the premises, 
reaching there just as Babb was getting 
out of the window still holding hi§ ax 
above his head The officer fired-twice 
and the burglar went back, dropping his 
AX. - 


Babb Placed Under Arrest. 

Officers then entered from the front and 
@s Babb came walking down the store 
arrested him. He had cut his finger on 
the glass, but there was no other evi- 
dence of his being wounded. Babb walked 
with the officers to the patrol box and 
was from there driven to the station 
house. 

While being interrogated as to his con- 
fuct Babb complained of griping pains 
In his stomach and an_é investigation 
showed that he had received a 38-caliber 
bullet in the center of his abdomen,: just 
below the waistband. Physicians were 
e6ummoned, but it was soon ascertainerl 
that the unfortunate man was mortally 
wounded. 

His wife was notified by the police, but 
sent word that she could not go to the 
hospital. Persons who have known,the 
man intimately for some time say that 
he should have been in the insame a 

Babb died at the’ hospital yesterday. 
The Columbia Germans took the matter 
in hand. They found that Mrs. Babb 
was also insane. She had been shut up in 
a room in her house for days. Conditions 
were fearful and she seemed starving. 
Persons who went in noticed bumps on 
the carpet. uahey investigated and found 
a quantity of small pieces of jewelry and 
precious stones stuck under th@ carpet. 
“It is said the cause of Babb’s sanity 
was that he.had recently lost a fortune. 
He deserted from the German army when 
his service was nearly. completed to come 
to this country. Recently a relative left 
him $40,000 in Germany, and he could not 
go there to take possession of his prop- 
erty. .

CLAIMANTS OF THE RHEW.ES- 
TATE MATERIALIZE. 
Strange ‘Disappearance from Missis- 
sippi Fifteen Years Ago 

Is Solved.

Jackson, Miss., May 5.—(Special.)—The 
long lost Rhew heirs have been found and 
a mystery that startled the state about 
fifteen years ago has been fathomed. 

In 1881 Dr. James.P. Rhew, a wealthy 
Tallahatchile county planter, died, leaving 
a wife and three children. Two years 
later his widow married a schoolmaster 
named J. W. M. Hagarde and the family 
moved to Crystal Springs, from which 
place they disappeared as completely a 
few months later as though the earth had 
swallowed them up. 

The landed interests in the family in 
Tallahatchie county were large and valu- 
able. In accordance with the laws of Mis- 
sissippi the chancery clerk assumed a 
guardianship, which has been faithfully 
carried out. 

A few days since Chancery Clerk Neely 
recelved ‘a letter from James W. Rhew, 
one of the heirs, who is now residing at 
Plattsburg, N. Y. The letter stated that 
the youngest of the three heirs had now 
become of age and he inquired as to ‘the 
condition of the estate. 

No explanation ewas given for the mys- 
terious disappearance or long. silence. 
They have been notified that their proper- 
ty awaits them.

They Will Mingle at Meeting of Press 
! Association. 

Jackson, Miss., May 5.—(Specia!.)—Con- 
siderable adverse criticism and regret is 
being expressed by a number of papers in 
the state over the invitation extended by 
the Mississippi Press Association for a 
large number of the leading politicians of 
the state to attend the meeting at Green- 
wood on the 20th. of May.

OFFICERS FREED OF 


CONTEMPT CHARGE 


Justice Bateman Dismisses Case Against 
Three Detectives. 


PLEA FOR HARMONY IS MADE 


Judge Holds That Officers Had No 
Authority To Deliver Prisoner 
to Bailiff — They Were, 
Therefore, Not in 
Contempt. 


Justice of the Peace J. N. Bateman 
yesterday aft@;noon dismissed the con- 
tempt proceedings, which he recently in- 
stituted against Detectives H. D. White. 
E. W. Walton and Patrick Campbell. 

The case, it will be remembered, grew 
out of the refusal of the officers to de- 
liver Carson Hunter, a negro prisoner 
confined in the police station, to Balliff 
E. D. O’Connor, of Justice Bateman's 
court. The bailiff presented a warrant 
for Butler, but the officers failed.to give 
up the prisoner, claiming that they had 
a city case against him. 

Judge Bateman considered this an act 
of contempt against. his court. and ac- 
cordingly summoned the three officers 
to appear before him last Saturday af- 
ternoon. The hearing was postponed, 
however, until yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Bateman dismissed the case on 
the ground that the station sergeant 
was the proper person to have turned 
over the prisoner to the bailiff, the de- 
tectives not having the authority to do 
so. Their refusal, therefore, did not 
constitute an act of contempt. 

Will Work in Harmony. 

In rendering his decision, Judge Bate- 
man declared that his court would al- 
ways work in harmony with the police 
and that he was willing to aid them in 
any manner possible. He stated that, 
under the evidence, he could not hold 
the. detectives in contempt and would, 
therefore, discharge them. He further 
stated that, under the law, the officers, 
as soon as possible after they make an 
arrest, should take out a warrant before 
a magistrate, where a city law has not 
been violated. He said this statement 
was not made for his own benefit, but 
simply because it is dictated by the law. 

After the contempt proceedings were 
instituted one of the officers charged 
that justices of the peace had been set- 
tling felony cases. Judge Bateman at 
that time vigorously denied ‘that his 
court was involved in: this respect and 
he suggested yesterday afternoon to the 
officers that if they knew of any such 
acts on the part of a justice of the peace 
they should report the matter to the 
grand jury for investigation. 

No Contempt Intended. 

The detectives were represented by 
Assistant City Attorney W. P. Hill. He 
submitted an answer to the rule of 
Judge Bateman, in which he set out that 
the officers had no authority to deliver 
the prisoner and also that the officers, 
ty their action, had meant no disrespect 
or contempt whatever for the court. 
Evidence was presented to show that the 
prisoner had been arrested on a charge 
of disorderly conduct, and had _ been 
bound over by the recorder on a charge 
of stealing a cow. The warrant sworn 
cut before Judge Bateman was in the

BIG PLANING MILLS BURNED. 


LOSS IN DALTON IS ESTIMATED 
AT $35,000. 


Damage to Farrar Lumber Company 
Probably Caused by Defective 
Electric Plant. 


Dalton, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
large lumber and planing. mills of the 
Farrar Lumber Company, at this. place, 
were destroyel by fire at an early hour 
tonight. The origin of the fire: is not 
known, but is supposed to have been due 
to some defective part in the electric 
light plant which was in operation gt the 
time. 

The fire started in the main part of the 
building and spread rapidly, burning the 
dry kiln, seven cars loaded with lumber 
for shipment and several stacks of lum- 
ber on the yard. The plant was located on 
the Southern railway and was valued at 


$15,000 or $20,000. 

Between 150,000 and 200,000 feet of lum- 
ber was destroyed. The total loss will 
amount to about $35,000, with no insur- 
ance. 

The flames spread rapidly across the 
track and destroyed the barn and con- 
tents belonging to Lewis Bender, entailing 
a loss of $2,000, with no insurance. 

The heroic work of the firemen saved 
thousands of feet of lumber stacked in the 
neighborhood of the fire. J. K. Farrar, 
president of the company, stated tonight 
that they would rebuild the plant at once. 

The Farrar Lumber Company was start- 
e_i in 1881 and the growth wag rapid. The 
members of the firm are J. K. Farrar, H. 
They manu- 
facture and ship rough and dressed lum- 
ber all over the world. The destruction of 
the plant will throw about fifty skilled 
employees out of work temporarily. 

Stacks of lumber are still burning on 
the grounds. The telegraph lines were 
burned down and the flames and heat were 
so intense that both the north and south 
bound passenger trains were delayed sey- 
eral hours.

Report Is Deafening, But No 
Jamage Is Done to Object 
Aimed At 


POLICY IN PHILIPPINES 
DEFENDED BY SENATOR 


Hie Admits That There Have Been 
Atrocities, but Doesn’t Think 
.% 50 Much Should Have 
Been Said About the 
Matter.

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—The re- 
publicans fired one of their biggest guns 
in the senate this afternoon, and, while 
there was much noise, candor compels 
the assertion that little damage was 
done. 

‘Senator Lodge’s announcement that he 
would address the senate brought out a 
good crowd, even the diplomatic corps 
being represented in the galleries. For 
nearly three hours the Massachusetts 
senator talked on the Philippine question, 
or rather talked around it; for his ad- 
mission that atrocities had been com- 
mitted in the islands was about the only 
substantial thing in his speech. Follow- 
ing the policy begun by Senator Pritch- 
ard last week, Senator Lodge attempted 
to: defend the administration from _ re- 
sponsibility for happenings to the islands 
by referring to other abuses. The fact 
that there had been similar atrocities 
committed by the armies of other nations 
seemed to him justification for these in 
the Philippine islands. He hurled epi- 
thets at those who had criticised, alleging 
that they were defaming -the army, but 
saying nothing about the responsibility 
for the deeds which had called forth the 
criticisms. 

Lodge Dodged Question. 

Following his usual policy, Senator 
Lodge announced at the outset that he 
woéuld permit no interruptions by other 
senators, and when democrats attempted 
to ask him questions he would not give 
them the opportunity. The Massachusetts 
senator is a great debator when he !s 
allowed to have the floor all to himself, 
but he greatly dislikes to be called upon 
to meet questions as they may occur to 
his fellow-senators, 

Senator Rawlins followed him in @ 
ringing short speech, in which he con- 
tended that the reeponsibility for the out- 
rages in the Philippines was not with the 
men who had brought them to the atten- 
tion of the public by demanding that they 
be investigated, but lay with those who 
have attempted to conceal the facts, and 
who are sponsors for the policy now be- 
ing pursued toward the Filipinos. He 
declared that it is not the critics who are 
injuring the army, but the officers and 
men in the army who are guilty ‘of the 
outrages. He quoted a speech of Senator 
Bacon, made three years ago, in which 
the Georgia senator predicted that scan- 
dais of this nature were a necessary 
consequence cf an attempt to subdue by 
arms the people of another race. 

Accuses Filipinos of Cruelty. 

Mr. Lodge warmly resented the impu- 
cations cast on the president, the secre- 
tary of war and the army for the alleged 
cruelties and atrocities said to have been 
practiced in the Phillppines. He said 
every effort had been employed @y the 
officials in authority -to prevent such 
cruelties as had goeen referred to, and 
measures had been taken to punish those 
guilty of them. Such things, however, 
were incidents of every war, and could 
not be prevented absolutely. He had ho 
defense to make of any of the cases of 
torture which had been cited, but the men 
of the American army had been provoked 
almost beyond human endurance. He re- 
cited scores of instances of cruelties and 
tortures practiced by the Filipino in- 
surgents on American prisoners. Men 
had had their ears cut off; had been dis- 
emboweled; had been driven into streams 
and, while drowning, shot to death; had 
been tied to trees and stoned tn death by 
women and children; and buried alive. 
Others had been shot and boloed treach- 
erously while succoring the wounded. In 
the face of these horrible atrocities, some 
of the American troops had been guilty 
of administering the ‘‘water cure,’’ but 
the instances of this Kind were isolate, 
and no part of the general policy in the 
Philippines. He warmly defended Gen- 
eral Chaffee for his conduct of military 
affairs in the islands, and paid a brilllant 
tribute to his heroism and patriotism. 

Mr. Ledge, in his address, expressed the 
hope that the time would come when 
measures In regard to the Philippines 
would be discussed with a view to gettiAg 
the best legislation possible. 

Objects of Philippine Bill. 

*One of the objects of the Philippin: 
bill, he said, was to help the development 
of the ‘slands. The opponents of the bill, 
he said, had charged that it opened §& 
way to exploiters, syndicates and carp>t 


baggers. 

He was aware, he saif, of the general 
hostility of the democratic party to any 
man who has made money or is making 
money, and that was the only one of 
their principles that was carried out with 
complete suc@ess during their last tenure 
of power. 

There was suppSessed laughter in the 
galleries when he said that few Ameri- 
cans at that time made money. 

Mr. Lodge, referring to the charges of 


torture in the Philippines, said it was a‘ 


source of bitter regret to him that any 
American officer or enlisted man should 
have tortured any Filipino, or that any 
order had been issued that on its face 
seemed revolting. 

“But,” be sald, “there must be some 
reason for these alleged cruelties."’ 

He then told of three American soldiers 
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who were captured by the Filipinos. They 
were stripped naked and told that if 
they would cry “Long live the Filipino 
republic,”’ they might run away. into the 
bush as they were. One of the men 
stood there naked in the midst of that 
hostile band and cried, ‘‘Long live Amer- 
ica.’’ The Filipinos tied him to a tree 
and the women 4nd children Btoned him 
to death. 
Cut to Pieces with Bolos. 

The other two lost heart and cried, 
“Tong Mve the Filipino republic,” buf, 
notwithstanding this they were cut to 
pieces .with bolos. 

After that, he said, it Is no wonder 
the comrades of those men went into bat- 
tle with cries of vengeance. 

“J am not here to excuse cruelty and 
torture, but I cannot condemn human 
nature in an American soldier under 
such . circumstances.”’ 

Senator Lodge declared that only half 
of the story of cruelty and torture in 
the Philippines had been told, and he 
desired ‘to tell the other. halg because 
the honor of the American:name was 
deeply concerned. 

Mr. Lodge then quoted from the rec- 
ords many inetances of the atrocities 
committed by tif Filipino insurgents up- 
on the American trots. aAfen had been 
captured as priscaers of war and had had 
their ears. cut off, their inteajines cut 
out and their bodies otherwise horribly 
mutilated. Others. had been driven into 
streams and while drowning had been 
shot. Still others had been buried alive. 
Statistics showed that the nunfiber of na- 
tives mutilated and assaulted for sympa- 
thizing with the Americans aggregated 
442. He pointed out that sixty-seven mu- 
nicipal officials friendly to the Americans 
had been assassinated .and forty had 
been assaulted and mutilated. 


The Friendly Filipinos. 

He closed his speech, saying: 

“We are told that we had no friends 
amofig the Filipinos. Apparently the 
insurgents thought there were enough 
friends to make up that awful roll of as- 
sassination. ‘I have heard torrents of 
sympathy for the § insurgents fighting 
against the flag and the authority of the 
United States,"but not one word of sym- 
pathy for the Filipinos, men of the same 
race who are friendly to us, and who 
asked only to live in peace beneath our 
flag. ' 

“Has it come to this, that it is a crime 
to be friendly to America, and that the 
men who die and are cut down and mu- 
tilated because they are oar friends are 
to have no sympathy? If we get out of 
those islands and leave these friendly 
Filipinos to fates like that, we are un- 
worthy of the name of a great nation. It 
would be a greater infamy than any 
cruelty that has ever been proyed. 

“I did not arise to defend in the re- 
motest way any cruelties practiced upon 
helpless prisoners. I regard that as 
I have said over and over ‘again, as 
bitterly as any one can. But as I have 
listened to this: debate, I confess I have 
felt shocked beyond measure at the at- 
tacks made upon the American army. It 
is not a republican army; it is not a 
democratic army—it is the army of the 
United States! - Their honor is our hon- 
or. If they have done wrong, let us 
punish it. Don't let us condone a single 
proved offense. Don't let a single man 
proved guilty escape! But let us be 
just at least t@é cur own." 

What Waller Endured. 

“When we condemn Waller for shco+- 
ing treacherous guides, when we think of 
that little band of his that struggled 
through the wilderness of Samar, where 
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SENATOR H. C. LODGE, OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
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no Spaniard had ever gone, and came out 
on the other side delirious with suffer- 
ings, so that he was reported when he 
first reached Manila to be out of his mind, 
let us remember the circumstances ere 
we condemn. Think of those five or six 
hundred posts scattered all over those 
islands, little squads of fifteen or twenty 
men under the command very often of a 
sergeant or a young lieutenant perhaps 
just out from West Point, or who had 
graduated from some American college, 
living there among people apparently 
friendly. The first thing this boy in com- 
mand or the sergeant knows is that one 
of his men has been assassinated in the 
night. 

“These are the things that have hard- 
ened their hearts and made them fe] 
that there is treachery among them. 
There is but one testimony as to their 
treatment of the friendly natives. Sol- 
diers and officers alik® treated them ag 
we should expect Americans to treat peo- 
ple of that kind—generously and hu- 
manely. I don't seek to defend any crife}- 
tv, but I do want to have justice to the 
American army. I want the country to 
know, when it reads of cruelties to hos- 
tile Filipinos, what the provocation has 
been. I want them to t@ink of what our 
men have suffered and endured. 

“The scheme has been to raise this cry 
of cruelty in the Philippines in order t> 
make it react upon the party in power. 
The American army ought not to be sub. 
ject to experiments like that. It is not 
made to be the football of politics, and 
what it does or does not do ought not to 
be used to raise up or pull down any po- 
litical party. It is the army of all of us. 
When justice !s done, when the guilty 
have been punished of proved offenses, 
when the whole story has been made up, 
when that day comes, I believe that after 
al] that has been said and all the de- 
nunciation that has been heaped upon our 
troops and our officers has fallen into 
silente, we shall find=that in the history 
of the country the record of that army 
gleaming with victories from Trenton to 
Manila will shine brightly in the annals 
of the republic, when. those who vilify it 
are but noteless blots on a remembered 
name,”’ 


Rawlins Replies to Lodge. 

Mr. Rawlins exonerated Genera] Chaffee 
and all other American officers from re- 
sponsibility for the results of the admin- 
istration’s policy in the islands. They 
and the men under them, he declared, 
were the victims of that policy. He de- 
clared that he had not made his crit!- 
cism of that policy to attain partisan 
ends, but to vindicate the honor and in- 
tegrity of the country. He did not lay 
such charges as he had made at the door 
of General Chaffee, or at the door of any 
other officer in’ the Philippines. They 
were performing a mest thankless and 
unhonoreqd task. The responsibility for 
the policy being pursued, he asserted, lay 
at the door of the senator from Massa- 
chusetts (Mr. Lodge) and at the door of 
other senators who were supporting and 
endeavoring to vindicate,that policy. 

The president pro tem. then laid before 
the senate the resolutions of the house 
announcing the death of Representative 
Otey (Virginia). 

Mr. Daniel (Virginia) presented a reso- 
lution expressive of the sorrow of thea 
senate at the death of. Representative 
Otey and providing for the appointment 
of a committee of senators to attend the 
funegal. The president appointed as that 
committee Senators Daniel, Martin, Bate. 
Clay, Gallinger, Clark (Wyoming) and 
Millard. 

As an additional mark of respect ths 
senate adjourned.

Mr. Havemeyer said that in the con- 
tracts made by the beet sugar men with 
the grocers they agreed to sell at 10 
points under the prices on cane sugar. 
‘It was not the difference in price,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that we complained of, but the 
more important feature, the exclusiveness 
of the contracts.” . 

Attacks on the Trust. 

Speaking of attacks upon the trust, 
Mr. Havemeyer said many of them were 
made for the purpose of getting in for- 
eign sugars at a lower duty to the in- 
jury of the beet industry, as well as to 
the injury of the American Refining Com- 
pany. ‘He indstted that the sugar com- 
pany would lItave to pay as much for

SHIP SUBSIDY MEASURE 
IS AMONG THE BREAKERS 


Washington, May  56.—(Special.)—The 
house merchant marine committee is con- 
tinuing the consideration of the ship sub- 
sidy bill. There have been several hear- 
ings upon it and there are more to fol- 
low. 

Andrew Feruseth, of the Internationa! 
Seamen's Union of America, and Charles 
Campbell, of the Marine § Industrial 
League of New York, were before the last 
meeting. Mr. Feruseth opposed the Dill, 
Mr. Campbell favored in the main. Re- 
quests for future hearings against the 
bill have been filed by the joint commit- 
tee of the American Anti-Trust League 
and loca] Knights of Labor. Postoffice 
officlals have accepted an invitation to 
appear. Other interests, both for and 
against the bill, are expected to be heard. 

The trend of congressional! sentiment is 
now in opposition. Recent developments 
in the shipping world have done much 
more to arouse the opponents of the Diil 
than to encourage its friends. The dem- 
ocrats are united against it. 

Republicans Against Bill. 
| Republican opposition is widespread. 

The following expressions from well 
known republican members of the house 
evidence the character and extent of this 
opposition: 

Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana: “The 
tendency toward consolidation on the part 
of the great international steamship lines 
will defeat the object of the pending ship 
subsidy bill i-self. The country will not 
consent to the payment of large subsidies 
to steamship companies that have be- 
come part of ocean transportation com- 
binations organized for the purpose of 
keeping up ocean freight rates.” 

Mr. Davidson, of Wisconsin: ‘I do not 
wish to object to the principle of subsidy 
as a phase of protection, but I greatly 
doubt if the shipping business.can be 
built up that way. I do not think that 
any bill which has been before congress 
for the upbuilding of the merchant marine 
would accomplish the desired purpose. 
The pending bill appears to .me to fall 
far short of it. All the subsidy bills that 
have lately been before congress give 
their benefit to ships that do not need it 
and that are already doing their work, 
instead of to new lines that might be 
started thereby. They give very little 
to tramps and other freighting vessels. 
They base their reward upon tonnage and 
speed so that vessels could sail in ballast 
and draw subsidy. The recent steamship 
merger takes in the vessels that would 
get most of the subsidy.”’ e 

Viewed with Distrust. 

Mr. Perkins, of New York: “I do not 
think the bill will be brought up at the 
present session, nor do I believe it could 
} pass now. The name of ‘subsidy’ is.un- 
popular and there is evidently much oppo- 
sition to therpending bill. No one couil 
object to .ae bill if its proposed ob- 
ject would be insured by its enactment. 
If bills were considered only by their ti- 
tles, every bill would be a good bill; but 
the question is whether this sort of legis-

American commerce. There is no doubt 
that it would benefit some large interests. 
If congress could be convinced that the 
results claimed would be brought about, 
the bill would be passed. There are, how- 
ever, many members who view such leg- 
islation with a great deal of distrust.” 

Mr. Barney, of Wisconsin: ‘I am op- 
posed to the pending subsidy bill because, 
as it is framed, it is in the interest of 
large ship owners and ship builders and 
not in the interest of smaller ones. While 
I favor in a general way the promotion 
of foreign commerce, I am not in favor 
of protecting large corporations by giv- 
ing them an advantage over smaller 
ones.”’ 

Mr, Samuel W. Smith, of Michigan: “I 
opposed the subsidy bill in the last con- 
gress, but have not yet examined the de- 
tails of the pending bill.’”’ 

For Carrying Wind! 

Mr. Henry C. Smith, of Michigan: ‘I do 
rot believe we ought to pay a subsidy 
for carrying wind, and that is what the 
pending bill proposes to do. The subsidy 
as proposed applies as much to vessels 
when empty as when they are carrying a 
full load.”’ 

Mr. Eddy, if Minnesota: “I believe ina 
subsidy because it specifically applies to 
American. seamen the principle of protec- 
tion that has been so successfully applied 
on land. I want a bill, however, so fram- 
ed that every ship made in the United 
States and flying the American flag, will 
get its fair proportion of benefit. I will 
not support a bill under any circum- 
stances or conditions that favors any spe- 
cial class of ships.”’ 

Mr. Curtis, of Kansas: “I was opposed 
to the bill as presented to the last con- 
gress. I have not had time to carefully 
examine the bill as it now stands, but I 
understand that the objections to the old 
bill have not been entirely removed in 
the new. If this shall appear to be true 
when the bill. comes up, I shall oppose it 
and in so doing I think I shall represent 
the sentiment of Kansas.” 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa: “I am willing 
to vote for a subsidy bill under certain 
conditions, but I am not willing to vote 
extravagant appropriations for that pur- 
pose. I want the subsidy limited to ves- 
sels adapted to cargoes rather than pgs- 

I do not look«ppon the pending 
senate bil] as ndctenntialiins what I would 
want in a subsidy bill.” 

Should Go to Slow Ships. 

Mr. Woods, of California: “I am op- 
posed to the pending ship subsidy _ bill.

He said it was simply a 
feeble attempt to answer some of the 
statements made in his Manning speech, 
and would have no effect upon the com- 
ing campaign. He sajd there is nothing 
sensational or unusual int the plain prop- 
osition to require that aspirants who de- 
sire favors at the hands of the party 
organization should be willing to sub- 
scribe to a pledge to support the party 
nominee and the party principles. That 
is all that is required of demgcrats im 
South Carolina who are candidates for 
office.

Mr. Doyle had his pockets filled 
with political documents, hoping to per- 
suade the president that the Philadelphia 
incident of two years ag? had been mis- 
construed by Postmaster General Payne, 
who told Doyle frankly last Saturday that 
his appointment was out of the question, 
Although Blun's nomination did not go 
to the senate today, Postmaster General 
Payne is authority for the statement that 
the incident is closed, and all appeals on 
the part of Mr. Doyle will be futile. 

Payne, it is understood, had the politi- 
cal status of Ddyle fully explained to 
him by Chairman Pleasants, of the Sa- 
vanrah couaty republican committee, who 
came here last week at the tastance of 
Blun. This, in answer *o Payne's persofe 
al recollections of the case made Doyle's 
reappointmers an impossibility. Notwith- 
standing a ‘positive announcement at the 
white house today that Mr. Blun’s ap- 
pointment is assured, Doyle is still mak- 
ing a desperate fight to convince the 2d- 
ministration that a grave political mig- 
take is being made by denying him 4 
reappointment.

Thomas Pennington, representing the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
Company, of Baltimore, surety on the 
bonds of a large nutiber of tax receivers 
and tax collectors in Georgia, as well as 
for other county officers, called at the 
office of Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright yesterday and asked for permis- 
sion to inspect the records of those offi- 
cials in whom his company is inte#ested. 
He went over them all carefully, and in- 
timated that he found everything satis- 
factory when he finished. » 

Mr. Pennington gtated that his company 
intended to be considerably more careful 
in the future with reference to those for 
whom it furnishes bonds. His company 
was on the bond of former Tax Collector 
V. T. Sanford, of Floyd county, who was 
charged with the embezzlement of about 
$35,000 of the state and county funds, 
most of which the surety company had to 
make good. Sanford was recently ac- 
quitted of the charge in the Floyd county 
superior court. 

This case has aroused the officials of 
the surety company, and Mr. Pennington 
Says they are going to keep a careful 
watch in the future on all of those for 
whom they have furnished bonds. They 
intend to see to it that the accounts of 
all the tax collectors are made promptly 
and regularly as the law requires. Mr. 
Pennington seemed thoroughly satisfied 
with his investigation yesterday.

Savannah, was yesterday appointed a 
trustee of the Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
to succeed Jutlge H. H. Perry, of: Waynes- 
boro, resigned. Judge Perry was made 
trustee for the home from the first con- 
gressional district when the original ap- 
pointments were made, and has served 
about a year. Colonel Garrard, who 
succeeds him, is a promirent confedgrate 
veteran, and was one of the most dash- 
ing and spirited of Georgia’s soldiers in 
that trying time. He is a membefof the 
firm of Garrard & Meldrim, of Savannah, 
and was until the reorganization of the 
State troops, the officer commanding the 
Savannah Volunfeer Guards. He was 
colonel of the Second Georgia regiment in 
the war with Spain.

OWNERS CAN GET IMPRINTS 


Internal Revenve Office Receives 
Notice from the Treasury 
Department. | 

The internal revenue office in Atlanta 
has received notice from the treasury 
department referring to the resolution au- 
thorizing the commissioner of internal 
revenue to return bank checks, drafts, 
certificate of deposit and orders for the 
payment of money, having imprinted 
stamps thereon, to thet owners, 

In part the notice reads: 

“In pursuance of the authority con- 
ferred by the resolution aforesaid, it is 
herein provided that ail revenue etamps 
imprinted upon ohecks, drafts and other 
instruments shall, after their redemption 
and before the return of the said instru- 
ments to the owners thereof, be canceled 
by perforating or cutting a round hole 
about one-fourth of an inch in diameter 
therein, or through the instruments on 
which the sald stamps are imprinted. Af- 
ter the cancellation of the stamps as 
aforesaid, the tmprinted instruments 
may, upon the request and at the expense 
and risk of the owners thereof, be return- 
ed to said owners either by freight or 
express as may be desired.”

TECH AND GEORGIA 
TO MEET SATURDAY 


Brisbine Will See Great Ball and Big 
Crowd. 


NEITHER TEAM IS SATISFIED 


Each Wishes To Get Another Lick at 
the Other—Will Be the Only 
Game in the City—North 
Carolina Game De- 
clared Off. 


Georgia and Tech are to meet in Aft- 
lanta Saturday. This announcement will 
be good news to Atlanta fans, as it means 
that a rattling good game is on the 
books. As it will be the only game in the 
city that day, it is quite likely that Bris- 
bine park wil] be crowded to its fullest 
extent when the game begins. 

Neither the Georgians nor the Techs are 
satisfied with the results of the game 
played here on Memorial day. Although 
Georgia wan the game,.still the supporters 
of the red and blaek have to admit that 
to a certain extent they owe their victory 
to luck, since it can hardly be shown that 
they put up a much’ better game than the 
Techs. Also Coach Reynolds thinks that 
he received a cold deal in the umpiring 
and he is of the opinion that under differ- 
ent circumstances his team would have 
made a much better showing. 

To say that the Techs are not satisfied 
with the results of this game is stating 
it very mildly. They went into the game 
confident of victory and as the game 
progressed this confidence increased until 
the eighth inning, when the Georgia boys 
gct on their batting clothes and got next 
to Patterson’s delivery for three runs, 
tying the score. Even then they still had 
hopes of once’ more getting a lead, but 
these were pudely, dashed when Georgia 
Lut that hefty ‘youngster, Anderson, in 
the box. The Techs are confident that 
they can defeat Georgia and will go into 
the game Saturday with a fixed determ.- 
nation to come out of it the winners. The 
defeat which they sustained at Mercer's 
hands has cnly strengthened this deterrai- 
nation. 

The arrangements for the game were 
completed in Athens Saturday by Dr. W. 
A. Jackson, physical director for the 
Techs, and Professor A. H. Patterson, of 
the University of Georgia. The negotia- 
tions which were in progress last week 
fell through on account of the inability 
of the managements of the two teams to 
get together on a basis for the division of 
the gate receipts. After Dr. Jackson and 
Frofessor Patterson discussed the matter 
ii was agreed to play the’ game on the 
same terms on which the Memorial day 
game was arranged. 

As yet it is impossible to say anything 
as to the hne-up of the two teams as the 
showing made by the different men in the 
week’s practice will have much to do with 
the make-up of the two teams. However, 
if it is possible fcr Captain Patterson to 
be in the game for the Techs he will 
probably do the twirling for them. while 
the Georgia aggregation will be very like- 
ly to present Anderson, since he proved 
such a hard proposition to the Techs in 
the last game. 

The Techs had a game scheduled with 
North Carolina for Saturday, but that 
game has been canceled on acount of the 
suspension of North Carolina from the 
Southern Intercollegiate Afhletic Associa- 
tion. On Thursday, Fridav and Saturday 
of next week the Techs will meet the Tini- 
versity of Tennessee at Brisbine.

F JULY SOLD OFF 25 POINTS 
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Later Recovered Sharply and Closed 
Steady—Chicago Markets Closed 
Lower—Day’s Net Losses in 
Stocks Are Insig- 
nificant. 


New York, May §.—The cotton market open- 
ed steady with prices 2 to 8 points higher in 
keeping with gratifying improvement in the 
Liverpool market and active covering by room 
shorts, who had sold freely late Saturday in 
expectation of further weakness in the Eng- 
ligh market today. For a very brief period 
the market gave promise of doing better, but 
turned a sharp corner at 10:10 o’clock, under 
reports that three Well street houses had sus- 
pended. At first the selling was of a waver- 
ing type, with the room inclined to beiteve 
cotton would not be seriously affected. Then 
came heavy selling for outside account, a 
marked break in Liverpool and serious de- 
tiimes in the stock market. ‘’Tight money” 
reports and official ‘announcement on 
the weather map that good rains had fallen

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


Néw York, May 5,—The disturbance and 
anxiety which were felt in the financial world 
this morning were much relieved before the 
close of day on the stock exchange. It 
was kno before the stock market opened 
that the hopes entertained on Saturday of 


securing means to tide over the firms threat- | 


ened with embarrassment had failed, and 
there was nothing to do for there houses but 
to announce their inability to meet their ccn- 
tracts. In two cases the failures were fully 
expected, but the third came as something 
of a eurprise. There was heavy liquidation on 
the etock exchange when they were announced, 
but the effective support offered the general 
market checked the indiscriminate liquida- 
tion and induced more sober refiections, There 
is no doubt there was €Gonsiderable distrust 
felt of the fabric of credits generally, owing 
to the ignecrance of the extent to which the 
collepse of the Webb-Meyer stocks had in- 
volved others. The developmemt in those 
stocks In themselves was recognized to be not 
of fest itnmportance. The collapse of their 
prices naturally reduced the basis cf credits 
which had been acquired on the fictitious and 
manipulative valuation, but it did not appear 
that the locdl money market had been used 
in taxing out these credits. Neither had the 
dazzling rise in the prices for these securt- 
ties attracted any great speculative follow- 
ing. Ths trouble was thus localized within 
a comparatively small circle of immediate 
participants in the speculation. This was 
soon demonstrated by the movement of the 
general market and the absence of financial 
trouble in other’ quarters. There was the 
fear this morning that the results must be 
facei of similar operations of other pools in 
various specialties, and even of manipulative 
advances in standard railroad stucks; but the 
readiness with which offerings were absorbed 
quieted the nervous excitement and induced 
some buying buck of stocks by hasty sellers. 

In fact, the day’s net losses are found to be 
quite insignificant as a rule, and not a few im- 
portant stocks closed higher than Saturday. 
The reports of copious rains in the southwest 
and the effective breaking of the drought con- 
ditions which have kept awake anxiety regard- 
ing the crops was a material aid to the re- 
covery. The persistent upward course of 
Louisville and Nashville was a sustaining in- 
flUence. Rumors were renewed of a combina- 
tion of this road, with the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville. The movement for the 
advance was not followed up, however, with 
any degree of vigor. The prospect of a strike 
on the part of the anthracite miners and the 
stringent condition of the money market would 
amply account for a repression of speculation. 
As a matter of fact, the active liquidation of 
the first hour accounted for nearly one-half of 
the day's total dealings. Money loaned as 
high as 20 per cent and receded to 6 per cent. 
Ouly after the principal demand had been 
met. There can be no doubt the discrimina- 
tion emphasized against collateral and the un- 
favorable disposition developed among money 
lenders toward the recent indiscriminate ten- 
dency of the speculation were factors in the 
money stringency. The squeezing out pro- 
cess along this line is viewed with satisfac- 
tion. The knowledge that credits are very 
liberally. expanded at present, and that the 
rather meager cash reserves are subject to 
heavy demands, has caused real anxiety to be 
felt from the reckless speculation indulged in 
some quarters. The curbing of ths tendency 
by the money lenders on whose resources it is 
absolutely dependent is seen to make for 
financial health. 

Some of the speculative bonds were weak 
under forced liquidation, but the market re- 
covered and became irregular in sympathy 
with stocks.

Wants Deeds Cancelled. 

In the superior court yesterday Jasper

The plaintiff alleges that the deeis were 
executed without any consideration and 
that Pharr has expended no money on ac- 
count of the conveyance, or the trust cre- 
ated by one of them, except a small 
amount of taxes which, so it is claimed, 
has been previously tendered him. .a@ 
court is asked to declare the two deeds 
void for the reason, it is stated, that 
Thomason was non compos mentis at the 
time they were executed. Injunction to 
prevent Pharr from disposing of or en- 
cumbering the property in any way is also 
prayed for. 

Judge Lumpkin issued a temporary re- 
straining order and set a hearing of the 
case for the morning of the 24th. The 
plaintiff is represented by Attorneys Na- 
pier & Cox and W. H. Hulsey and Alonzo 
Field.

All spoke on edu- 
cational themes, and were well received. 
Perhaps the most notable address was 
that of R. D. Stinson, who is commission- 
er of education for the African Methodist 
church in Georgia, and who is working in 
the interest of Morris Brown college.

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“I have been a free man just one week 
of my life,” said the state house official 
as he lit @ cigar and allowed his words 
to have the desired effect upon hig hear- 
ers.

Every car that goes 
by now, except in the middle of the city, 
raises a cloud of dust. It’s a nuisance 
the people could put an end to if they 
would just take hold of it in’ the right 
way.”’ 

A prominent politician from a nelgh- 
boring state was gossiping with some 
friends at the Kimball house yesterday, 
and, as usual, the subject of liquor and 
prohibition was incidentally touched upon. 

“A funny thing happened to me the 
other day,’’ remarked the distinguished 
visitor, and those around him were all 
attention. ‘‘Beveral years ago I was a 
candidate for a prominent office, and the 
charge was made among others that I 
was a liquor candidate.

ANTIECOLORED WOMEN WIN; 
MRS, LOWE HIGHLY PRAISED 
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cial.)\—The color question came up 
in the biennial meeting this morn- 
ing amid great excitement. Although 
many améndments were proposed, the 
anti-colored women won the day and the 
Georgia-Massachusetts compromise finally 
carried. This provides that each state 
may decide for itself regarding the admis- 
sion of colored clubs. 4 

Several animated speeches were made 
and Mrs..Couiter, of Utah, took an active 
part. Miss Galliger, of Ohio, made a tell- 
ing speech against the admission of col- 
ored women’s clubs. She said it would do 
more harm to the colored clubs .than t@ 
the whites. The question, she said, is not 
one of cglor, but of a primitive race that 
is notable to stand with-the white race. 
She appealed to the convention from the 
standpoint of a friend to colored women, 
and her words carried great weight. 

The question of reorganization is yet to 
come up. It will have some bearing on 
the color problem and ihe matter is not 
vet considered settied. Southern women 
held a secret meeting Saturday night and 
discussed withdrawing from the’ federa- 
tion in case the reorganization proposition 
does not suit them. 

The question of the adoption of a 
national charter came up today and met 
with opposition. It was laid on the table 
for future consideration and may furnish 
sensational developments. The word 
“social’’ has been eliminated and this is 
construed that all colored clubs will bé 
eligible, if there is to be no social feature 
of club life. e 

Associated Press reports to the effect 
that Mrs. Roberts, of Utah, has been 
snubbed at the convention are wholly 
without foundation. She is not here and 
her case has not been discussed. , 

The vote on the negro question was yea 
and nay, resulting In nine-tenths f@voring 
absolute exclusion. 

Mrs. Lowe imparted a strength to the 
gathering that was remarkable. In the 
heat of debate, while showing phenomenal 
seren..y, she ruled with an.iron hand and 
unwound the complicated skein of argu- 
ment in a manner -tthat was applauded 
vigorously. She was not at al! purturbed, 
and to show she was on neutral ground 
with no uiertor motive; Mrs. Lowe placed 
the firse vice president, a New York wom- 
an, in the chair and left the rostrum. 
When she returned there were many 
audible expressions of relief. Charles Ser- 
gel, of Chicago, a well-known authority 
on parliamentary laws, who has attended 
ell big political conventions for twenty 
years, states that the present biennial 
is the best managed he has witnessed in 
his cdreer. 

President Mrs. Lowe is enjoying a joke 
going argund that she purposely placed 
her negro maid on the tribune to review 
the parade alongside of the leader of the 
New Jersey delegation, who is said to be 
a confirmed negro lover, whereupon the 
latter sent a note to the president remon- 
strating about ‘“‘that nigger.’’ Mrs. Lowe 
takes it good naturedly. 

Details of the Proceedings. 

Upon the opening day of the convention 
it was evident that a spirit of tolerance 
would rule. There was absolutely no bLit- 
terness in the preliminary talK outsice 
the convention hall. This morning there 
was suppressed excitement during the 
consideration of the charter, which came 
up first, and when Mrs. A. O. Granger, 
president of the Georgia federation, moved 
that sections-2 and 3 of article II, parts 
of.the proposed amendment, be made the 
irst order of business, everyone knew the 
battle was on. When points of order 
and interrogation points flew thick and 
fast, Mrs. Lowe retired from the chair 
temporarily, calling Mrs. Denison to pre- 
side. 

Section 2, which was fnally adopted, 
follows:

President Jordan’s Address. 

The educational seasion was the strong 
attraction tonight with President David 
Starr Jordan. of Leland Stanford uni- 
versity, as chief speaker, on “The Edu- 
cation of Women.’'' ’ 

President Jordan said in part: 

“The subject of higher training of young 
women may resolve itself into three 
questions; 

“1. Shall a girl receive a college educa- 
tion? 

‘2. Shall she receive the same kind of 
a college education as a boy? 

“3. Shall she be educated in the same 
college? 

“AB to the first question, it must de- 
pend upon the character of the girl. Pre- 
cisely so with the boy. What we should 
do with either depends on his or her pos- 
sibilities. No parent should let either 
boy or girl enter life with any less prep- 
aration than the best they can give. 

“The highest product of social eventua- 
tion is the growth of the civilized home, 
the home that only a wise, cultivated and 
high-minded woman can make. To fur- 
nish such women is one of the worthiest 
functions of higher education. 

“Second, shall we give our girls the 
same education as our boys? Yes; and 
no. If we mean the same, an equal de- 
gree of breadth and thoroughness, an 
equal fitness for high thinking and wise 
acting, yes, let [It be the same. If we 
mean this: Shall we reach this end by 
exactly the same course of studies, then 
my.answer must be no. For the same 
course of study will not yield. the same 
results with different positions.”’

This 
bird was seen at a height of 8,000 yards. 
Crows also fly very high, though not te be 
compared with the king of birds, the 
greatest heights at which aeronauts have 
encountered them being 1,400 yards. The 
lark, which is usually suppcsed to reach 
great heights, in reality only soars to 
about 1,000 yards above the ground, while 
pigeons which were, allowed to escape at

WORK WILL BEGIN AT ONCE 


Corner Stone To Be Laid During Com- 
mencement, and Building Com- 
pleted by January 1, 1903. 


The contract for building the new sci- 


ence hall at Emory college was yesterday | 


let to Leon Lewman, the well known At- 
‘lanta contractor. The amount which will 
be paid for the construction of the build- 
ing is $25,060. | 
The building committee of the board of 
trustees met in Atlanta Saturday and 
since that time the members of the com- 


mittee have been considering the bids |. 


that were submitted by a large number 
of contactors. 

The'contract stipulates that the build- 
ing is to be of Stone mountain granite 
and limestone, that the corner atone is 
to be laid during June, and that the 
building shall be completed by January, 
1908. 

The Dullding when completed will be 
one of the largest college bulidings in the 
south devoted entirely to scientific 
branches, and will be fitted with every 
modern appliances. It will be a great 
addition to the educational facilities of 
Emory college and will make its scientific 
department even more excellent than it 
has been in the past. 

The movement for the construction of 
this building was inaugurated last June 
at commencement, when Captain J. P. 
Williams, of Savannah, the president of 
the board of trustees, offered to give 
$15,000 for the construction of such a 
building provided that a like sum was 
subscribed by other friends of tthe col- 
lege. This has been obtained and the 
work on the building will commente at 
once. 

The corner stone of the new building 
will be laid during the coming commence- 
ment and will be one of the features of 
the ocaasion. The construction of the

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ATLANTA MAY GET 
PRINTING HOUSE 


Important Question To Come Before 
General Conference. 


LARGE PARTY FROM ATLANTA 


Georgia Will Be Well Represented at 
Southern Methodist Conference 
at Dallas—The Famous Fub- 
iishing House Question 
To Come Up. 


There !s a possibility that the printing 
house of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, now located at Nashville, which is 
one of the largest printing houses in the 
country, will be moved to Atlanta within 
the next few months. 

The genéral conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, convenes at Dal- 
las Wednesday for a month's session. 
During this time many important ques- 
tions will come before the body, none of 
which will have more interest for the 
general public than the reopening of the 
question of the old matter of the methods 
used by the agents of the church in ob- 
taining the claim of over $200,000 from the 
United States government for the destruc- 
tion of property of the church at Nash- 
ville during the war between the states. 

For some time this question has been 
quite a live issue with the Methodists and 
it is understood that it will come up for 
final settlement at this session of the 
general conference. The prevailing im- 
pression is that the conference will-find 
against Barbee and Smith, the agents for 
the church, and that their connection with 
the church will be severed. 

Speaking of this matter yesterday a 
prominent minister who will attend the 
conference stated that a certain amount 
of odium would always be associated with 
the Nashville printing plant owing to the 
scandal about the government claim funds 
and that it was the intention of the 
church to repudiate the whole affair as far 
as possible. For this reason as well as on 
account of Atlanta’s superior facilities as 
a distributing point he said that is was 
quite probable that the conference would 
decide to move the printing plant to At- 
lanta. 

A party of sixty-five left Atlanta yesto-- 
day afternoon for Dallas to attend the 
conference over the Southern railway in 
two special Pullman sleepers. They wifll 
go over the Southern to Birmingham, 
from Birmingham to Meridian over the 
Alabama Great Southern and from Merli- 
dian to Shreveport over the Queen and 
Crescent. At Shreveport the party will 
divide. One sleeper will proceed to Dal- 
las over the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
and the other over the Texas and Pa- 
cific.

C. Lovett and Dr. J. W. Heidt, of The 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate: Dr. J. B. 
Robins. presiding elder of the Griffin dis- 
trict; Dr. W. F. Glenn, presiding elder of 
the Rome district; Dr. R. J. Bigham, pre- 
siding elder of the Atlanta district; Dr. 
Charles E. Dowman, president of Emory 
college; Rev. M. C. Auston, of Bruns- 
wick; Judge H. E. W. Palmer: Colonel 
G. M. Napier, of Monroe; H. B. Neal, of 
McDonough; Colonel Isaac Hardeman, of 
Macon; Colonel W. R. Powers, of Mari- 
etta; Dr. A. M. Williams, wife and daugh- 
ter, of Waycross; J. L. Day and wife, of 
Lumber City, Ga.; Rev. James Cannon, 
Rev. B. F. Lipscomb, J. C.. Reid and W. 
W. Vicker, of Virginia; Rev. J. H: 
Weaver, of Shelby, N. C.; Colonel R. T. 
Daniel, of Griffin; F. Stikeleather, of 
Asheville, N. C.; James Butterick, of 
Emma, N. C., and Hon. Warner Hill. Mrs. 
Bishop Candler will leave for Dallas in 
about a week and will remain there dur- 
ing the session of the conference. 

An Important Document. 

Nashville Tenn., May 5.—(Special.)—A 
delegate who left for Dallas yesterday 
to attend the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, car- 
ried with him a document that should 
put a quietus upon the proposition to 
return to the government the money 
paid the book agents in settlement of 
against the government. 
This paper is signed by seventy-four of 
the eighty-eight Tnited States senators 
and includes a majority of those who 
voted against accepting the money when 
its return was tendered to the college 
of bishops. 

The paper sets forth that the tender 
of the money appropriated by congress 
to the church was bona fide and that the 
refusal to accept it was in good faith: 
that a second tender would simply in- 
voke a second refusal; that the church 
had done all it could in the matter. This 
paper will be presented to the confer- 
ence and, it seems,. would have the ef- 
fect of removing a!l doubt as to the re- 
ception which a tender would receive, 
if made.

Vacation Movement on Foot. 

A movement is on foot and is being sup- 
ported by a number of Atlanta’s most 
prominent insurance men for a uniform 
system of allowing vacations to em- 
ployees.
